Entertainment unexcelled for variety and quality is 
assured delegates and guests of the American Association 
of State Highway Officials for the organization’s 36th 
annual convention in Miami December 4-8. 

Tempo of Miami’s famed fall and winter program of 
events will be on the increase when the delegates and 
visitors arrive. Stars of stage, screen and radio will be 
appearing at night-spots and theaters and the showplaces 
which have proved attractions for notables from all over 
the world. 

Even early-comers and late-stayers will find all their 
days in Miami crowded with things to do and see. Horse 
racing will be in progress at Tropical Park, one of three 
beautiful tracks in the area. Dogs will be running at 
Biscayne Kennel Club. 

Those who come early can see the $10,000 Miami Open 
Golf Tournament at Miami Springs Country Club, Novem¬ 
ber 29-December 3; the University of Miami-Missouri 


football game in Orange Bowl stadium December 1; the 
Bird Show in Bayfront Park auditorium December 1-3, 
and Orange Blossom Classic in the Orange Bowl Decem¬ 
ber 2. The latter game is played between two outstanding 
negro teams. 

The International Four-Ball Golf Tournament starts at 
Miami Country Club on the opening day of the convention 
and continues through December 10. On the last day of 
the convention, the Kiwanis football game will be held in 
Orange Bowl stadium. The Miami-Nassau cruise also 
starts on the last day of the convention, ending December 
13, and the University of Miami-Louisiana State basket¬ 
ball game is slated for December 11. 

Miami has numerous park playgrounds, and those who 
wish to engage in sports, visitors and residents alike, are 
provided with equipment for play without charge. 

The county’s system of parks is one of the finest and 
most unusual in the nation. Crandon Park, the most 
recently completed, is the largest off-shore park in the 
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Mayor William M. Wolfarth, Miami 

United States and has such attractions as full facilities for 
bather and picnickers, a zoo, miniature railway and other 
novelty rides. 

Matheson Hammock and Greynolds Parks have bathing, 
boating, picnicking and fishing facilities, and Matheson 
Hammock has a virgin forest, with trees labeled for the 
interest of naturalists as an added attraction. 

Many specimens of animal, bird, fish, reptile and plant 
life are to be seen at various showplaces and wildlife 
sanctuaries. Fairchild Tropical Garden, about 10 miles 
south of the city, has the largest collection of palms and 
other tropical trees, shrubs and vines in the nation. 

Nearby is the U. S. Plant Introduction Garden, where 
experimentation is constantly in progress to adapt useful 
trees and plants to grow in this country. A few miles 
further south of the city is Everglades National Park, new¬ 
est and only subtropical park in the national chain. There 
is no admission to these showplaces. 

Others of interest to visitors are the Parrot Jungle, 
Monkey Jungle, Orchid Jungle, Tropical Hobbyland, 
Theater of the Sea, Seminole Indian villages and the Rare 
Bird Farm. To some of these, including Everglades Na¬ 
tional Park, bus service is available. 

Sight-seeing boats will be available for those who wish 
to take cruises on Biscayne Bay, up the Miami River or 
out over the reefs, where marine life can be viewed 
through glass bottom boats. One of the world’s largest 
charter boat fishing fleets docks at Miami, and for a rea¬ 
sonable charge, parties may engage in deep-sea fishing. 

Convention sessions will be held in Miami’s Bayfront 
Park auditorium, which recently has been enlarged. Head- 
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quarters are the Columbus and McAllister Hotels, situated 
on Biscayne Boulevard, in the downtown section of Miami 
and within easy walking distance of the auditorium. 

Among the entertainment features to be provided for 
the delegates and guests by the convention organization 
are a “Family Dinner,” with entertainment, to be held 
Tuesday, December 5, in the auditorium; “Florida Night,” 
to be held Wednesday, December 6, at the Roney Plaza 
Hotel, Miami Beach, and an all-day trip to be taken 
December 8 to Key West over the famed Overseas High¬ 
way, with a lobster supper at Pigeon Key on the return 
trip. 

Special entertainment for the wives of delegates and 
women guests of the convention has been arranged under 
the direction of Mrs. Margaret Leyshon, women’s enter¬ 
tainment committee chairman. 

The program includes a bus tour of Miami, Miami 
Beach and other spots of interest in the Greater Miami 
area, with lunch at the Coral Gables Country Club. 

A second luncheon and an afternoon at the races at 
Tropical Park horse track, a cruise among the islands and 
through the canals around Miami, and an afternoon at the 
Roney Plaza Hotel pool, are other features planned. 

Convention officers have expressed the belief that the 
attendance will be record breaking. Delegates are ex¬ 
pected from 48 states, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and Canada.

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AASHO Convention Highlights 



Racing will not be in progress at the 
Hialeah Park race track hut it will be 
open to convention delegates. One of 
the attractions of the track, said to be 
the most beautiful in the nation, is this 
flock of flamingos. 

Florida’s unparalleled convention 
city, Miami, will join with the State 
Road Department as host December 4 
through 8 to an anticipated 1,000 rep¬ 
resentatives of the nation’s highway 
planners and builders. The 36th an¬ 
nual meeting of the American Asso¬ 
ciation of State Highway Officials will 
open officially in the Magic City on 
the morning of December 4 when the 
first general assembly will be held in 
the Miami Municipal Auditorium. 

Highlights of this meeting include 
addresses of welcome by the Honor¬ 
able Fuller Warren, governor of 
Florida, and the Honorable William 
W. Wolfarth, mayor of Miami; the 
presentation of the George Bartlett 
Award, the highest honor that can be 
conferred on any highway personality; 
and the president’s annual address by 
the current president of the Associa¬ 
tion, D. C. Greer, state highway engi¬ 
neer of Texas. The presentation of 
testimonials to two past presidents 
will also take place during the morn¬ 
ing session. The first will be pre¬ 
sented to Past-President W. W. Polk, 
former state highway director of Illi¬ 
nois, by M. J. Hoffman, Minnesota 
commissioner of highways, and the 
second to Past-President Carl W. 
Brown, state highway engineer of 
Missouri, by Fred R. White, state 


highway engineer of Iowa. Both of 
these presidents served in 1948. Clos¬ 
ing the morning program, a memorial 
service for deceased members of the 
Association will be given. 

The annual presentation of the 
Association’s 25-Year Award of Merit 
will open the afternoon session. Some 
190 persons will receive the award 
this year. Speakers at the afternoon 
meeting, if their Congressional duties 
permit, include the Honorable Will 
M. Whittington, retiring Congressman 
from Mississippi and chairman of the 
House Committee on Public Works, 
and Senator John McClellan, senator 
from Arkansas and chairman of Sen¬ 
ate Sub-committee on Roads. Other 
speakers scheduled to appear Monday 
afternoon are Philip B. Fleming, 
under-secretary of transportation, De¬ 
partment of Commerce, and Thomas 
H. MacDonald, commissioner of pub¬ 
lic roads. 

Daytime activities will be confined 
primarily to committee meetings con¬ 
cerning various aspects of the high¬ 
way transportation field. However, 
in recognition of the need and desire 
for an intermingling of recreation and 
entertainment in the five-day pro¬ 
gram, several features have been ar¬ 
ranged which the planners believe 
will completely “fill the bill” for 
extra-curricular activities. 

AASHO entertainment will start 
Tuesday evening with the traditional 
“Family Night” affair to be held in 
the Miami Municipal Auditorium be¬ 
ginning at 7:30 p.m. This occasion 
will furnish an excellent opportunity 
to renew old acquaintances and meet 
many new ones. 

Wednesday night is the time for 
Florida to give proof of its claim as 
one of the leading proponents of 
“S o u t h e r n Hospitality.” When? 
Wednesday evening, December 6, 
from 6:30 on into the night. Where? 
The Roney Plaza Gardens. What? 
“Florida Night.” Festivities will get 
underway with a “get acquainted 
hour” followed by a sumptuous buffet 
dinner served under the swaying 
palms of the tropical gardens. An 


aquatic show will entertain the guests 
from nine until 10, climaxed by 
dancing to the strains of one of 
Miami’s leading orchestras. 

An all-day sightseeing trip by bus 
to the nation’s southernmost city, Key 
West, has been arranged for Friday, 
starting promptly at 8:30 a.m. The 
route will take the conventionites over 
the famed Overseas Highway, 
through the winter-garden area of the 
rich-soiled Everglades and where the 
sparkling azure waters of the Gulf 
and ocean converge. 

This 108-mile link of bridges and 
causeways, terminating at the historic 
island city of Key West, will capture 
the interest of all—the engineer, of 
course, will want to study the unique 
engineering feat of construction and 
design, while others will be attracted 
by the tropic panorama of surf, sand, 
and steel. 

In Key West a luncheon will be 
given for the delegates by the Monroe 
County Commissioners and a tour of 
the city has been arranged.

The Stephen Foster Memorial at 
White Springs, Florida, is a tribute to 
the composer of “Old Folks at Home,” 
which is commonly known and sung 
the world over as “Swanee River.” It

is possibly the greatest folk song of all 
time. 

Foster was honored by the State of 
Florida in 1935 when “Swanee River” 
was chosen as the State song. Three 
years later the Stephen Foster Me¬ 
morial Corporation of the Florida 
Federation of Music Clubs deeded to 
the State of Florida land situated on 
the banks of the Suwannee River, 
with the stipulation that it be known 
as the Stephen Foster Memorial Park. 
In 1939 the Memorial Commission 
was appointed by the Governor to de¬ 
velop and manage the park. 

Work is nearing completion on the 
Stephen Foster Memorial Museum at 
White Springs and formal dedication 
took place at 11 o’clock, Wednesday, 
October 4, at which time the edifice 
was opened to the public to view the 
documents, original musical scores, 
and other items of Fosterania. 

Many years ago, James Craig, writ¬ 
ing for a New York newspaper, held 
that no group of civil engineers could 
properly evaluate the true and beau¬ 
teous qualities of the Suwannee 
River. “It leaves the shores of child¬ 


hood and its current ripples with the 
low, sweet melody of recollections 
softened and made misty in distance,” 
he said. “There is in its waters a 
power that whoever finds himself 
weary and worn by the struggle of 
living, has only to quaff and gain 
nepenthe. On its banks may be only 
a hut among the bushes, but the bees 
are still humming around it by day 
and the banjo is still strumming there 
in the starlight. And so they will con¬ 
tinue to do while memories of home 
and simple hopes and affections are 
the most prized possessions of man¬ 
kind.”

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Florida Road Builders Meet

The question of when and where to hold the 4th An¬ 
nual Meeting of the Florida Road Builders' Association cor¬ 
poration has been the subject of much thought and dis¬ 
cussion by the Board of Directors this year, mainly on 
account of the meeting in Miami, December 4 to 8, of 
the American Association of State Highway Officials, and 
the consequent decision on whether or not to hold our 
meeting in Miami at the same time. 

Owing to the currently heavy construction program, it 
was generally felt in the Board that quite a number of 
our members could not spare the time from their business 
interests, to spend several days in Miami, and that such 
members would not attend the annual meeting if held in 
Miami, but would attend it if held farther north. It was 
accordingly decided to make a membership survey on the 
question and this was done. 

Fifty-one member firms replied to the survey, with only 
nine favoring holding the annual meeting in Miami; 25 
favored meeting at a central Florida point, with St. Peters¬ 
burg holding first place, Homosassa Springs a close second, 
with a few scattered votes at each of the other five locali¬ 
ties mentioned. Thirteen votes were cast in favor of hold¬ 
ing the annual meeting at a letting, the location unde¬ 
termined. 

With this survey having been considered, the Board of

ciation, Tallahassee, Florida. 


Directors, at a called meeting held in Tallahassee, October 
9, recommended to President Phillips that the meeting be 
held in St. Petersburg, at the Soreno Hotel, on December 
1 and 2, in order that anyone attending our meeting and 
the AASHO meeting also, could go to Miami Saturday 
evening, or Sunday, December 3. At the same time, 
members from north and west Florida who did not wish 
to go to Miami, would not be so far from home and 
could likewise travel Saturday afternoon and Sunday. 

The Board likewise recommended to the president that 
the annual meeting be held Friday afternoon and Satur¬ 
day morning, and that a cocktail party and dinner be 
served Friday evening and night. It was emphasized that 
ladies be especially invited to the meeting and its party 
and dinner; also that the Chairman, State Road Board, 
Chief Engineer, and key departmental personnel, with 
their ladies, be given a cordial invitation to be our guests 
at the party and dinner, along with any out-of-state high¬ 
way association officials en route to the AASHO meeting, 
who would care to come by St. Petersburg.

The Florida State Road Department has come a long 
way since its creation in 1915 as an advisory agency to 
assist the various counties in road improvement and main¬ 
tenance, and its authorization two years later to construct 
roads. The $79,000,000 to be invested in Florida roads 
during 1950 is approximately three times the amount ex¬ 
pended on highway construction by the Department from 
1915 to 1925, the first ten year period of its existence. 

The Road Department is currently responsible for about 
one-third of the state’s 50,000 miles of roads which provide 
transportation routes for tourists, agricultural crops, cattle, 
mining, lumber, and fish products—the main sources of 
Florida income, each of which is extremely dependent 
on highways. The Primary Road System includes about 


9,000 miles and the Secondary System will embrace ap¬ 
proximately 10,000 miles. 

Although this years $79,000,000 budget—of which $47,- 
000,000 is designated for use on the Primary System and 
$14,000,000 is scheduled for secondary road construction— 
is the largest in Department history, it does not nearly 
approximate the $800,000,000 backlog of road needs ac¬ 
cumulated prior to and during the war years. Over 
$400,000,000 are necessary to meet the needs of the 
arterial highways to bring them up to standards recom¬ 
mended by the American Association of State Highway 
Officials. An additional $400,000,000 would be required 
to rehabilitate the secondary farm-to-market and rural 
mail routes.

However, Florida’s road program is by no means at a 
standstill. During the first eight months of 1950, 183 con¬ 
struction projects on the Primary System were initiated 
at an estimated cost of $30,000,000. During the same 
period work was started or bids were received on 96 of the 
162 budgeted Secondary projects. These 96 jobs cover 
work on 505 miles of secondary roads at a total cost of 
$7,877,710. 

The coordinated Secondary Road Program, which was

unanimously approved by the various county commis¬ 
sioners of the state’s 67 counties in January of this year, 
gives each county for the first time the right to designate 
the roads on which will be expended funds accruing to 
the Department which are earmarked for use in the re¬ 
spective counties. The program was made possible 
through the cooperation of the county commissions, the 
action of the 1949 Extraordinary Session of the Legisla¬ 
ture in allocating the seventh cent of the Gasoline Tax to

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highway use, and the voluntary action of the Road De¬ 
partment in allocating for secondary road use the 80 per¬ 
cent Surplus Second Cent Gas Tax and Federal Secondary 
funds after distributing the latter among the counties by 
an equitable formula. 

In addition to the budgeted highway construction, the 
Road Department has planned several urban projects to 
aid in the elimination of traffic congestion in metropolitan 
areas to be financed substantially by revenue bonds. 
Construction of the $42,000,000 Jacksonville-Duval Coun¬ 
ty Expressway System has been initiated. This traffic¬ 
way, consisting of three bridges, a viaduct, and connecting 
expressways, is, so far as the Department has been able to 
ascertain, the largest such program ever to be undertaken 
in the Southeast. Revenue certificatss issued by the 
Florida State Improvement Commission, pledging bridge 
tolls and constitutional gas tax, will provide $28,000,000 
of the total cost. The balance will come from contribu¬ 
tions of the State Road Department, including Federal 
allocations. 

Also to be financed through revenue certificates issued 
by the Improvement Commission is the $21,250,000 Pinel- 
las-Manatee Bridge over lower Tampa Bay, which will 
provide the missing link in a direct coastal route from 
Pensacola to Miami and will be of inestimable benefit to 
the development of the Tampa Bay-West Coast area. 
Contracts for the first unit of this project were let at a 
public celebration in St. Petersburg July 5. 

The proposed $15,000,000 tunnel and bridge system for 
Broward County, centered around Fort Lauderdale, is 
another of the projects scheduled for relief of traffic con¬ 
gestion which will be financed mainly by revenue bonds. 
An origin and destination survey for the Greater Miami 
area is now underway, the results of which will be used 
in programming some form of traffic relief for this metro¬ 
politan section. 

The State Road Department realizes that the tremendous 
rate of expansion of the state will necessitate a correspond¬ 
ing expansion program for its highways. The 690,000,000 
gallons of gasoline consumed in the state last year repre¬ 
sents a 78 percent increase since 1940 and the anticipated 
gasoline consumption figure for 1950 totals 750,000,000 gal¬ 
lons. Florida’s population total approaches the three mil¬ 
lion mark and is 44 percent above the 1940 figure. Motor 
vehicle registration has increased 87 percent during the 
past ten years and is still growing. All of these factors 
are indicative of the greatly increased traffic demands 
which are being made on Florida’s highways. The Road 
Department is attempting to supply highway needs as 
promptly and as satisfactorily as possible, working under 
the policy of “placing first tilings first.” The present 
three year program, that is, from 1950 through 1952, calls 
for highway construction and rehabilitation in excess of 
$137,000,000. Of this total $37,000,000 is scheduled for 
secondary road improvement. 

Revenue for highway construction in Florida is derived 
from the seven cent gasoline tax, four cents of which goes 
directly to the Road Department. Two cents (called the 


Second Gas Tax and distributed among the counties on the 
basis of area, population, and contributions to roads) are 
used under supervision of the State Board of Administra¬ 
tion for repayment of old boom-time road and bridge 
debts. The Surplus of this Second Gas Tax, that is not 
used for repayment of these old debts, goes to the Road 
Department and the counties on an 80-20 percent basis. 
The 80 percent Surplus fund accruing to the Department 
from each county must be used in that county and is the 
one which has been designated by the Department for 
secondary road use as directed by the county commis¬ 
sioners. The Seventh Cent Tax, which is also divided 
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between the Department and the counties on the 80-20 
percent basis and among the counties by the fixed formula, 
is another source of revenue for the improvement of the 
vital farm-to-market, school bus and RFD routes. 

Administration of the Florida Road Department is un¬ 
der the direct supervision of the chairman, assisted by the 
secretary, the state highway engineer, and other special¬ 
ized personnel. Policy of the Department is determined 
by the Road Board, an advisory body consisting of five 
members representing as many districts, who are appointed 
by the governor. The chairman is elected by the Board 
members to serve as head of both the Board and the De¬ 
partment. 

Main offices of the Department are located in Talla¬ 
hassee, the state capital, but in order to facilitate opera¬ 
tions it is necessary to maintain District offices in each 
of the five Road Department Districts, with a district 
engineer in charge of each office. The Department also 
has 17 maintenance offices located over the state, as well 
as 31 convict camps which house the approximately 1,400 
convicts who aid in road construction and maintenance. 

Alfred A. McKethan, of Brooksville, is the present chair¬ 
man of the Department. Other Board members include J. 
Glover Taylor, Jacksonville; Marion G. Nelson, Panama 
City; Merrill P. Barber, Vero Beach; and Trusten P. 
Drake, Jr., Ocala. Sam P. Turnbull, Tallahassee, is state 
highway engineer. John W. McWhirter, Tampa, is attor¬ 
ney for the Department and Ralph M. Hartsfield, Talla¬ 
hassee, is secretary.

Florida attractions are modem and 
ancient, commercial and non-com¬ 
mercial. They range in scope from 


“near wonders of the world” to the 
beauty of the flora and fauna of Flor¬ 
ida’s many State parks. 

The ancient city of St. Augustine, 
the nations oldest city of European 
origin, still retains much of the quaint 
atmosphere left by its founders. 

“Spanish senoritas,” dressed in tra¬ 
ditional garb, are scarce except at 
fiesta time, but preserved in and 
around the old city are many rem¬ 
nants of the past such as the Oldest 
House, Oldest Wooden School House, 
Spanish Treasury and other ancient 
buildings and homes. 

Castillo de San Marcos, the mighty 
bastion that was never taken by seige, 
stands almost in the heart of the city. 
It was here, also, that the great lead¬ 
er of the Seminoles, Osceola, was held 
after being captured by the United 
States under a flag of truce. The fort 
is now a national monument. 

Eighteen miles south of St. Augus¬ 
tine on U. S. A1A is Marine Studios— 
home of the famous jumping por¬ 
poises. Two huge tanks, standing 
only a few feet from the ocean, afford 


P. T. Barnum—master showman and 
circus magnate who amazed audi¬ 
ences of a half century ago with his 
lavish and spectacular presentations— 
must have had Florida in mind when 
he coined the famous slogan, “Great¬ 
est Show on Earth.” 

From historic Pensacola, Florida’s 
gateway from the west, to Jackson¬ 
ville, main point of entry from the 
north, and then southward down the 
two-ocean peninsula to the coral 
Keys, attractions of almost every de¬ 
sign and description compete for at¬ 
tention. 

Florida, because of its sub-tropical 
climate and thousands of lakes, rivers 
and springs, is unique in what it has 
to offer the sightseer. And a colorful 
history of more than four centuries, 
filled with conquest of French, Span¬ 
ish, English and American settlers, 
has left for modern times the land¬ 
marks of empire. 
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the visitor a man-made view of life 
under the sea. Huge sharks and other 
denizens of the deep may be seen 
through port holes as they swim 
about. The highlights of the regular 
show, which is scheduled about every 
two hours, are a diver in conven¬ 
tional diving gear, who works on the 
floor of one of the shark-infested 
tanks, and the famous trained por¬ 
poises, who, when tempted with a 
fish, will jump eight or nine feet out 
of the water. 

Silver Springs, eight miles east of 
Ocala, is the State’s largest and most 
publicized attraction. From sunrise 
to sundown glass-bottom boats glide 
over the series of springs, acting as 
showcases for an underwater fairy¬ 
land of delicate limestone formations 
and thousands of fishes swimming 
about in the crystal-clear depths.

underbrush, will give the visitor an 
insight into the wilds of Florida. 

Unusual among occupations is that 
of Ross Allen and his associates at the 
Ross Allen Reptile Institute at Silver 
Springs. Allen, a nationally known 
herpetologist (scientific for reptile ex¬ 
pert), puts on a barehanded rattle¬ 
snake milking exhibition. The extrac¬ 
tion of the deadly venom is not purely 
for showmanship, however, since it is 


sold to drug manufacturers for use in 
various medicines. 

After you’ve seen Allen or one of 
his co-workers enter a pen of buzzing, 
ominous-looking rattlesnakes and han¬ 
dle them without getting the worst of 
it, you’ll agree that Warner Brothers 
selected the right title for its new 
Ross Allen short subject, “Danger is 
My Business.” 

Weekiwachee Springs, located 56 


miles north of St. Petersburg, on U.S. 
19, is one of the most unusual attrac¬ 
tions anywhere. A huge underwater 
theatre enables the visitor to look di¬ 
rectly out into the spring, which is 
more than 100 feet deep, and watch 
underwater artists perform ballet 
routines for 30 minutes or more at a 
time without returning to the surface 
for air. The trick, if you are wonder¬ 
ing, is in that the swimmers are 
trained to breathe raw, compressed 
air directly from the end of a hose— 
an occupation that, since compressed 
air at 25 pounds per square inch, as it 
is used there, is extremely hazardous. 
In the hands of a novice—or expert, 
for that matter, a direct gulp of the 
high pressure air would burst his 
lungs almost as quickly as a pin prick 
in a toy balloon. 

North of Weekiwachee 25 miles the 
sightseer will find Homosassa Springs 
—site of wooded nature trails and a 
huge cavernous spring which forms 
the headquarters for thousands upon 
thousands of fish, many of which stay 
in the spring year around, while oth¬ 
ers migrate from the Gulf during the 
spawning season. 

Wakulla Springs, 18 miles south of 
Tallahassee, is a beautiful, awe-in¬ 
spiring spectacle. Its main spring- 
said to be the world’s largest—has a 
flow of more than 800,000,000 gallons 
a day. Glass bottom boats glide over 
the area and visitors often gasp in 
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amazement when they pass over the 
subterranean depths of a few feet to 
170 feet. 

For rough-and-tumble action at 
high speeds, you shouldn’t miss 
Cypress Gardens, six miles from Win¬ 
ter Haven. Masterminded by R. J. 
(Dick) Pope, publicist, showman, and 
water skier, Cypress Gardens offers 
the best obtainable anywhere in ac¬ 
tion sport, scenic beauty and comely 
maidens wandering around in ante¬ 
bellum dress. 

Pope was foremost in introducing 
water skiing to the United States, hav¬ 
ing been the first to try it in this coun¬ 
try after its introduction in France. 
His mile-a-minute skiing exhibitions, 
upon which the newsreel cameramen 
train their lenses several times each 
year, are chocked full of thrills, chills 
and sometimes—spills. 

Florida, because of its warm, sub¬ 
tropical climate and its ability to pro¬ 
duce lush plant growth, offers the 
nature lover a host of natural and 
man-planned gardens and parks. 

In Jacksonville, Oriental Gardens is 
an 18-acre estate of loveliness over¬ 
looking a magnificent sweep of the 
St. Johns River. Gerbing’s Azalea 
and Camellia Gardens at Fernandina 
and Turners Sunken Gardens in St. 
Petersburg are paradises of beautiful 
camellias, vari-colored azaleas, bril¬ 
liant poinsettias and hundreds of oth¬ 
er plants.

McKee 
Jungle Gardens, south of Vero Beach, 
is an extensive layout of botanical 
wonders, and at Ravine Gardens, 
Palatka, the visitor will see 85 acres 
of tropical plants. 

South of Daytona Beach a few 
miles is one of the outstanding his¬ 
toric sites in Florida. Set in a beau¬ 
tifully landscaped garden, the Lost 
Mission and Old English Sugar Mill 


is the setting of relics left by English 
settlers of more than two centuries 
ago. 

Savage saurians (alligators and 
crocodiles) and other reptiles and 
beasts may be seen in St. Augustine 
at either the Alligator Farm or 
Casper’s. 

The Everglades Zoological Garden 
at Bonito Springs, 25 miles south of 
Fort Myers, has in captivity almost 
all the animals native to Florida and 
some that are not native. The Broth¬ 
ers William and Lester Piper, opera¬ 
tors of the garden, are old hands at 
animal training and put on a lively 
show when visitors are around. 

In the Miami area the visitor will 
find such sights as the Monkey Jungle, 
where the humans are caged and the 
monkeys run wild; the Rare Bird 
Farm, scene of beautiful flamingoes 
and other rare birds; the Parrot 
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Jungle, where multi-colored macaws 
are displayed in brilliant splendor, 
and two real Seminole Indian villages, 
Tropical Hobbyland and Musa Isle. 

The John and Mabel Ringling 
Museum of Art at Sarasota is one of 
the great art repositories of the world. 
The collection, valued at $15,000,000, 
was assembled by Ringling over a 
long period. By the terms of his will, 
the State of Florida now owns and 
operates the museum. 

A recent attraction which has just 
been completed is the Stephen Foster 
Memorial, located on the banks of the 
Suwannee River at White Springs, 12 
miles north of Lake City. The shrine 
was erected in honor of the 19th Cen¬ 
tury bard who shortened “Suwannee” 
to “Swannee” and composed his im¬ 
mortal song “Way Down Upon the 
Suwannee River.” 

The memorial is situated on a 243- 
acre estate and the museum building 
houses eight animated dioramas de¬ 
picting some of Foster's songs. Other 
Fosteriana such as original manu¬ 
scripts and the like are on display. 
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John F. Rollins Bird Sanctuary

The John F. Rollins Bird and Plant 
Sanctuary is 120 acres on the south 
end of historic Fort George Island, a 
few miles above the mouth of the St. 
Johns River. Half of the area is salt 
marsh, half rich hammock land. The 
plant life shows many variations from 
the growth on the nearby mainland. 
Groves of “twin oaks” (live oaks 
whose acorns grow in pairs) make a 
deep shade over most of the land. 

This sanctuary, one of the quietest, 
coolest and most beautiful spots in 
Duval County, was placed under the 
administration of the Florida Board 
of Parks and Historic Memorials, Sun¬ 
day afternoon, May 7. President Paul 
Wagner of Rollins College delivered 
the deed to the property to Governor 
Fuller Warren for the State of Florida. 

Spanish, English and American pio¬ 
neers built small forts here, attempt¬ 
ing to control the strategic junction 
of the inland passage (now the inter¬ 
coastal waterway) and the St. Johns 
River. A large Indian population 
built a serpentine mound which winds 
through the sanctuary. Before the 


year 1600, Indian converts built the 
Mission of San Juan del Puerto in the 
interior of the island, visited and de¬ 


scribed by a Quaker castaway in 1699. 

When the Republic of East Florida 
was established in 1812 its President, 
John H. McIntosh, lived on the island. 
His home and the large wooden house 
of the next owner, Zephaniah Kings¬ 
ley, may still be seen a short distance 
north of the sanctuary. 

Mrs. Millar Wilson inherited the 
Rollins plantation on Fort George 
Island from her parents, including the 
area now known as the John F. Rol¬ 
lins Bird and Plant Sanctuary. Mrs. 
Wilson then gave the Sanctuary to 
Rollins College as a memorial to her 
father for the use of the students. 
Mrs. Wilson gave a lodge of logs and 
timbers cut on the place and furnished 
it with hand-made maple furniture 
and hooked rugs from North Caro¬ 
lina. 

The sanctuary is peculiarly inter¬ 
esting to botanists because within the 
memory of man it has never been 
burned over and the trees and plants 
have therefore developed without in¬ 
terference. Small native orchids, ferns 
and natural hybrids may be seen 
there. Ninety-eight species of birds,

both land and shore, congregate in the 
forest and along the shores. The 
ground of the sanctuary is sprinkled 
with small pottery sherds showing that 
it was long a favorite camping place 
for Indians when making their annual 
visits for fishing and oystering. The 
mounds of shell are also relics of In¬ 
dian life. 

The serpentine ceremonial mound is 
an outstanding landmark. Despite 
natural erosion over the years it is 
still perfectly easy to follow it through 
the forest as it curves from end to end 
of the property. The head of the ser¬ 
pent was presumably on the south at 
the headwaters of a deep inlet and 


the tail seems to have made a com¬ 
plete circle on the north at the group 
of ponds there. 

When the sanctuary was given to 
Rollins College the Ribault Club 
kindly gave the old ruins of the Mun- 
cillia House in order that it might be 
preserved. Its history is lost in an¬ 
tiquity but it is believed to be the 
property given to Muncillia McGundo 
and her daughter, Fatima, by Z. 
Kingsley. It has been in its present 
condition since long before the War 
Between the States. It is the plan of 
the Park Board to make only such 
repairs as are necessary to preserve 
this ruin. 


On the park property back of the 
Muncillia House is a large shell 
mound, given to the State by Duval 
County. While much excavated for 
road making, is still of interest to stu¬ 
dents of ancient Florida life. There 
are also traces of other tabby build¬ 
ings which will eventually be studied. 
These may have been slave quar¬ 
ters for the Muncillia House or they 
may have been an old settlement. 

The lodge on the sanctuary will ac¬ 
commodate parties for over-night 
stays of from five to ten students, with 
facilities for cooking and sleeping. 
There is also a two-car garage and two 
servants’ rooms. The lodge has been 
used by students of Rollins College 
each year and it is now proposed to 
open it for other students of natural 
science. The well which furnishes 
water for the lodge is an old one 
which was reopened. The water was 
analyzed and found to be soft, clear 
and perfectly pure. 

As the park is not yet in operation 
it is necessary to get in touch with 
Charles Morris, Jr., superintendent of 
the sanctuary, at 3816 Boone Park 
Ave., Jacksonville, telephone 2-1084, 
in order to have arrangements made 
for visiting the park. The gates are 
kept locked until such time as the 
place can be opened permanently. 
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Road Board Meeting At Brooksville

The welcome mat was out in Brooksville and surround¬ 
ing Hernando County for the October 30 State Road De¬ 
partment Board meeting and contract letting, when city 
and county played host to its native son, Chairman Alfred 
A. McKethan, State Road Department personnel and visi¬ 
tors. The city took on a festive air as placards welcoming 
State Road Department and visitors were placed through¬ 
out the business section. 

Cars began arriving Sunday afternoon for the two-day 
occasion opening with a buffet dinner Sunday night at the 
home of Chairman and Mrs. McKethan. 

The program activity got under way at 9:00 a.m. Mon¬ 


day when the colorful Hernando School Band marched 
downtown signifying the “kick-off” on a special welcoming 
ceremony held at the entrance of the court house. 

Brooksville’s Mayor, Honorable John C. Bacon, was 
Master of Ceremonies and delivered the address of wel¬ 
come. In this, Mayor Bacon expressed the pride felt by 
the local citizens in the fact that a native son had been 
chosen as Chairman of the State Road Department and 
paid a warm tribute to Mr. McKethan for the fine job he 
is doing. He stated that Hernando County was not selfish 
in its desire for a road program, but they were thankful 
for the small things that had been done there; because the 
people realized that the current road program was planned 
to benefit every section of Florida and that wherever 
roads were built they would be to his county’s welfare. 
The Mayor further stated that the county wanted only its 
fair share of the road projects, and expressed the feeling 
that Hernando County was behind the Chairman’s policy 
of building for the entire state. 

The program was climaxed with the presentation to 
Chairman McKethan of a huge cake topped with a minia¬ 
ture map of Hernando County. As the band struck up a 
familiar song which was paraphrased to, “We Knew You 
Were Coming So We Baked A Cake,” Mayor Bacon pre¬ 
sented the cake to Mr. McKethan, who then accepted the 
cake on behalf of the State Road Department. The Chair¬ 
man then proceeded, with the assistance of Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kethan, daughter Mary Celia, and other women in the 
group to slice the cake and serve those attending. The 
program closed with the presenting of gifts by the Mayor 
to Road Board members and office personnel. 

The opening business session was held following the 
ceremony in the court room of the County Court House 
with Chairman McKethan presiding. Delegations appear¬ 
ing before the Road Board were Hillsborough, Pinellas, 
Duval, Sumter and Broward Counties. The Hillsborough 
and Pinellas delegations joined together with the Board to 
discuss the Gandy Bridge traffic situation. The Board then 
ordered a detailed traffic survey of the bridge which 
would establish the preliminary step toward doubling the 
span, a project called the No. 1 highway need of the 
Tampa Bay area. Discussion was also held on rebuilding 
the Green Bridge over the Manatee River at Bradenton 
and surveys were authorized on this project. 

The meeting was then adjourned to be continued on 
Tuesday. 

At the noon hour officials and guests were feted at a 
baked chicken luncheon in the Veterans’ Building; being 
served by ladies of the American Legion Auxiliary. State 
Representative S. Travis Phillips and State Senator Joe E. 
Johnston, Jr., acted as Master of Ceremonies. Entertain¬ 
ment was by the senior class of Hernando High School. 

The group then adjourned in motor calvacade to the 
eastern section of the county where they were guests of 
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the Weekiwachee Springs Company and enjoyed the na¬ 
tionally famous underwater mermaid show. 

At 4:30 p.m. the group, still in motor procession, were 
guests of the Florida Crushed Stone Company at Camp’s 
mine located five miles northwest of Brooksville. This 
particular plant, known as the Gay plant, produces the 
hard limestone material used in road building. Groups 
were transported throughout the mines on Greyhound 
buses and explanations of various operations were made 
by guides. More than 600 guests enjoyed the gigantic bar¬ 
becue supper prepared and served at the mine. The supper 
tables were set up overlooking the pits so that all could 
attain a true perspective of mining operations. 

Tuesday morning the Board convened to complete the 
order of business of the day and to award contracts total¬ 
ing $9,047,000 worth of road and bridge projects in Florida, 
of which $3,500,000 would come from Federal Aid Funds. 
It was way and above the largest single bid-letting in the 
history of the Road Board. Some 290 miles of road and 
3,800 feet of bridges were involved in the 47 projects 
which extended over 34 counties in the state. The largest 
project was the paving of a stretch on State Road 55 and 
building two bridges in Pinellas County. The low bidder, 
Brinson Construction Company, submitted a proposal on 
the Road 55 (better known as the Gulf Coast Highway) 
project of $1,079,024. 

A most enjoyable time was had by all in Hernando 
County and the State Road Department wishes to express 
its gratitude to Representative S. Travis Phillips, State 
Senator Joe Johnston, Jr., Mayor John C. Bacon, John L. 
Ayers, Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners in

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Miami Beach, Florida 


Winter and summer, Miami Beach is the playground for thou¬ 
sands of vacationing Americans. Few cities of the world can 
match the sparkling appeal provided by the luxurious hotels, 
beaches, and equable climate that is Miami Beach. 

From a mangrove swamp and its borders where once 
were raised coconuts, avocados and vegetables has sprung 
one of the world’s most amazing growths. And after lying 
virtually useless for untold centuries, the last 50 years has 
seen an area transformed into a brilliant gem of world 
fame. This area now is the city of Miami Beach. 

The history of Miami Beach is the familiar American 
story of from rags to riches, except that in this case it 
might be termed “from sand to diamonds.” It is a story 
of vision, effort and courage utilized to capitalize upon two 
great natural assets, climate and sunshine. 

The spotlight of history several times flashed briefly 
on what was to be Miami Beach before this region became 
steadily bathed in the limelight of success. 

Geographically, Miami Beach occupies the southern 
end of a long, narrow peninsula extending along the east¬ 
ern side of Biscayne Bay near the southern tip of Florida. 
To the south begins the string of islands known as the 
Florida Keys. Geologically, it is a city built on sea 
sand overlying oolitic limestone that was laid down over 
eons of time when this area was beneath the sea. 

On the east is the Atlantic, with the edge of the Gulf 
Stream a little more than three miles offshore. Thus Miami 
Beach is virtually surrounded by water—a great factor in 
its climate as this water expanse is credited with modify¬ 
ing temperatures the year through, barring from Miami 
Beach extremes of both heat and cold. This has resulted 
in a climate considered ideal for outdoor living and ac¬ 
tivities. 


The spotlight of history flitted rapidly over the peninsula 
in 1567 when Don Pedro Menendez de Aviles, famous 
Spanish explorer, ordered a mission and settlement erected 
on its sands. Purpose of this colonization was to Chris¬ 
tianize the Indians inhabiting the lower east coastal 
regions and also to serve as a port of call for Spanish 
ships that were visiting Florida with increasing regularity 
on voyages of discovery, colonization and quests for gold 
and other treasures. 

Nothing is known of the accomplishments of this settle¬ 
ment, which was short-lived. Historians, however, are of 
the opinion that Indian opposition, plus the discovery of 
treasures in Central and South America, combined to in¬ 
fluence Spanish withdrawal. 

For the next two centuries the peninsula continued to 
drowse in the sun. Traces of the Spanish settlement 
quickly disappeared. It is easy to imagine that many 
pirates preying on the increasingly wealthy cargoes pass¬ 
ing along the coast frequently used the blue waters of 
nearly landlocked Biscayne Bay for refitting, for watering, 
for hiding, and for a place from which to ambush unsus¬ 
pecting merchant ships. But this is mere speculation— 
there is nothing in recorded history about it. 

Passing of time brought removal of the French and then 
the Spanish explorers and adventurers from the shores of 
Florida. The territory was ceded to the United States by 
Spain early in the 19th century, but still more years were 
to pass before the southern end of the peninsula was to see 
constructive, rather that destructive, activity. The United 
States in those days was a young, growing, vigorous

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nation in a country where pioneers were ever extending 
their territories. But Americans as a whole were hard 
working and had no time for vacations. They had no 
means of traveling great distances in speed and comfort. 

Science turned its eyes on southern Florida in 1837 
when Dr. Henry Perrine, former diplomat and a famous 
botanist, obtained a grant of land in the keys. He started 
the first of several agricultural developments which 
marked a trend to be followed for three-quarters of a cen¬ 
tury in the upbuilding of southern Florida. The scientist 
was meeting with considerable success in introducing 
vegetables and fruits from foreign tropical countries when 
he met disaster at the hands of Indians. Dr. Perrine and 
most of the people in his settlement at Indian Key, 75 
miles south of Miami Beach, were massacred during the 
Seminole wars. These same wars brought military and 
naval activity to this area, but there was little real thought 
of settlement and development. 

Modern history of Miami Beach started in 1870, when 
first efforts were made here to wring a living from the 
soil. Two visitors to the area from New Jersey, Henry B. 
and Charles H. Lum, saw coconut trees growing here. 
They knew the price of coconuts and copra was high in 
New York and had a vision they believed would make 
them wealthy. 

They returned to New Jersey and 12 years later, having 
obtained financial backing, they plunged into the develop¬ 
ment of a coconut plantation along the sands which now 
blossom with bright umbrellas and are thronged every 
month in the year with happy vacationers. 

Backers of the Lums in this project included Ezra 
Osborn and Elnathan T. Field, also of New Jersey, and

John S. Collins, a prominent Jerseyite. Osborn and Field 
helped with the planting and developing of the project. 

In 1886 Charles Lum had so succumbed to the charms 
of the peninsula that he built his home here and thus 
became the first resident of Miami Beach. His home 
was a two-story building on the site of the present Tides 
Hotel at Ocean drive and 12th street. Abandoning the 
coconut project when prices dropped, the Lums raised 
chickens, beans, cabbage, beets, tomatoes, celery, bananas 
and papayas for years before finally returning to New 
Jersey. 

Failure of the coconut program left Collins undaunted. 
He was a widely known horticulturist. In the early 90's 
he visited Miami Beach to see the status of the project in 
which he had invested $5,000. He was convinced fruits 
and vegetables could be raised profitably so he bought 
out Osborn's share of the tract he owned with Field just 
north of the Lum property. 

Clearing the mangrove swamps was incredibly hard 
work and the cost sometimes ran to $300 an acre until 
Collins developed a tractor with knife-bladed wheels that 
reduced it to about a tenth of that amount. In 1907 
clearing was started west of Indian creek near what is now 
Pine Tree Drive and 40th Street. Avocados were planted 
and the pines that were to give Pine Tree Drive its name 
were planted to serve as a windbreak for the fruit grove. 

Two years later Collins bought out his partner and be¬ 
came sole owner of 1,675 acres. It was natural that 
Collins' son-in-law, Thomas J. Pancoast, should visit him 
in 1911 to see how the affair was prospering. He saw 
avocados, Red Bliss potatoes ripening in mid-winter, and 
a wide variety of vegetables being grown to perfection. 
Pancoast was convinced and became one of Miami Beach’s 
firm backers and developers. 

He even went along with the plan of the 71-year-old 
Collins to build a wooden bridge across Biscayne Bay so 
produce could be sped to market from the railroad that 
had entered Miami in 1896. Construction of what was 
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to become the longest wooden bridge in the world proved 
to be more expensive than expected and Collins’ resources 
were exhausted. 

Carl Fisher, who had made an Indianapolis fortune 
with automobile accessories, visited Miami and became 
interested in the Collins bridge. He loaned $50,000 to 
complete the project, receiving in return bridge bonds and 
200 acres of the Collins land extending from ocean to bay. 

In 1912 a company headed by J. N. and J. E. Lummus 
of Miami purchased the Lum holdings and planned de¬ 
velopment. Now three major projects were under way 
spearheaded by Collins, Fisher and the Lummus brothers. 
Fisher soon became the major financial backer of the 
Lummus project. Lands were cleared, swamps filled, 
streets laid as development went ahead with renewed 
vigor. In 1915 Miami Beach was incorporated as a town. 

When Miami Beach was incorporated it boasted 30 
freeholders. The 1950 federal census gives Miami Beach 
a population of 45,541. By 1917 the town had grown to 
such an extent that the legislature granted a state charter 
for the City of Miami Beach. 

Fisher poured his energies and brains, as well as his 
money, into the development of Miami Beach. He pub¬ 
licized the growing city throughout the world and it was 
largely through his showmanship and influence that more 
and more people began spending winter vacations at 
Miami Beach. By 1920 Miami Beach had 644 inhabitants 
and five years later there were 15,000, while the assessed 
valuation of the city was $5,540,000. Miami Beach was 
on the march. 

The years 1923, 1924 and 1925 were boom years for 
Miami Beach. In those three years the town took on the 
characteristics of a city as well as being a city in name. 
Construction was started on several major hotels that 
even today still stand as landmarks. Radio station WMBF 
was installed in the Fleetwood Hotel and WIOD launched 
its career with a broadcasting station on Collins Island. 
Property values quadrupled and quadrupled again as the 
nation strove to join in the frantic struggle for ownership 
of Miami Beach property where fortunes were made in a 
matter of days by buying and selling on a rapidly rising 
market. 

When the Florida depression began in 1926, followed 
by the national depression in 1929, real estate values de¬ 
clined. Prices that had been inflated sank to well below 
the actual value. But Miami Beach led the way to re¬ 
covery, and for the last two decades building, while rapid, 
has been on a sound financial basis. 

Miami Beach became a city of many unusual features. 
It has no railroad, no cemetery, no airport. Its towering 
oceanfront hotels, its fine apartment buildings, its com¬ 
fortable estates and smaller fine residences have become 
known throughout all civilized lands. 

From agriculture it has turned its attention to becoming 
a top resort. First it gained fame as the best place to 
spend the winter. Stories of residents about the beauties 
of other seasons of the year at Miami Beach were listened 
to with many grains of salt. But these stories continued,

Hugh Taylor Birch State Park faces 
directly on the Atlantic Ocean on the 
Northwest side of the intersection of 
State Road A1A and Sunrise Boule¬ 
vard, Fort Lauderdale. The park is 
approximately a 15-minute drive from 
downtown Fort Lauderdale. 

The 180 acres which comprise the 
park were originally purchased bv 
Mr. Hugh Taylor Birch, for whom the 
park was named, in 1908. The park 
was deeded to the State by Mr. Birch 
in December, 1941, and the State took 
possession in January, 1943, after his 
death. Mr. Birch’s home, which was 
completed in 1940, is now the admin¬ 
istration building and handcraft mu¬ 
seum for the park. 

Hugh Taylor Birch State Park pro¬ 
vides some of the finest beach and 
year-round swimming facilities in 
Southeast Florida. Enclosed type 
cabanas complete with showers are 
located on the ocean front. These 
cabanas may be rented by the day, 
week, month or season, with both 
winter and summer rates. 


is 54 feet in length. Tables and chairs 
are located within the pavilion and on 
the porch overlooking the ocean. 
Lounge chairs are placed in front of 
the pavilion under the shade of the 
sea grape trees for those who want to 
relax and enjoy the view. Within the 
pavilion there is also a gift shop where 
there is a large selection of beach ac¬ 
cessories and gift items for sale. 
Among the gift items there is a large 
array of hand-wrought jewelry and 
hand-woven articles of native ma¬ 
terials made within the park. There 
L also a museum located within the 
Birch House. 

A large picnic area is located in a 
beautiful sea grape grove 100 yards 
from the beach. Tables, benches and 
stoves are arranged in units in the 
nook, or semi-private style. Direct 
access to the picnic area may be ob¬ 
tained, either from the ample parking 
lot or from the beach. Charcoal may 
be purchased at the pavilion and no 
reservation is necessary for the use 
of this area. 

Another and larger picnic area is 
also provided in a beautiful old live 
oak grove. It is designed and is ideal 
for family reunions and other large

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cated in the park. The camp was 
built by B.P.O.E. 1517 of Fort Lau¬ 
derdale, and turned over to the park 
in February 1949. The camp consists 
of a main lodge and dining hall, 
shower building and four sleeping 
cabins. The dining hall is completely 
equipped with modern gas kitchen, 


steam table and cooking utensils. 
Plates, trays and silverware are also 
furnished. The Lodge and its sur¬ 
rounding buildings is of the beamed 
ceiling, rustic type to match its set¬ 
ting in a deep corps of woods. The 
Lodge itself faces directly on the la¬ 
goon. Within the Lodge there is a 
mamouth fireplace and hearth and 
a piano is furnished for the campers. 
The Lodge is illuminated by hanging 
wagon wheel chandeliers and the 
walls are hung with animal hides to 
give the authentic outdoor touch. 
There is also an outside council ring 
on the banks of the lagoon surrounded 
on three sides by heavy woods. The 
cabins have the double tier bunks and 
each camper has his own full length 
locker within the cabin. These cabins 
also have screened in porches and 
work benches. The shower building 
is of CBS construction and is divided 
into two sections for co-ed camping.

Between five and six hundred delegates and guests 
gathered in Louisville October 5 and 6 for the ninth annual 
meeting of the Southeastern Association of State Highway 
Officials. Highway representatives from Alabama, Arkan¬ 
sas, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Kentucky, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia, and 
West Virginia met to discuss and exchange ideas on vari¬ 
ous problems in the field of highway transportation. 

Addresses at the opening general session were made by 
Commissioner Thomas H. MacDonald, of the United 
States Bureau of Public Roads; Hal H. Hale, Executive 
Secretary of the American Association of State Highway 
Officials; and S. T. Roebuck, President of the Southeastern 
Association and Chairman of the Mississippi State High¬ 
way Commission. 

In his address, Mr. Roebuck expressed the view that 
maintenance is one of the major problems in the highway 
field today. He felt that the average citizen was not prop¬ 
erly informed as to the magnitude of this maintenance 
problem. It is the duty and responsibility of each State 
highway department, Mr. Roebuck said, to convey such 
a message to its citizens. 

Officers for 1951 elected at the general meeting Friday 
afternoon included D. H. Bray, president, Chief Engineer 
of the Kentucky Department of Highways; C. R. McMillan, 
vice president, Chief Highway Commissioner of South 
Carolina; and A. O. Neiser, secretary-treasurer, Director 
of Design, Kentucky Highway Department. 

Retiring officers were Mr. Roebuck, president; Mr. 
Bray, vice president; and G. Walton Thompson, secretary- 
treasurer, Statistical Engineer Economist of the Mississippi 
State Highway Commission. 

The Seelbach Hotel served as convention headquarters 
where committee meetings were held. The committees 
included administrative; road design and construction; 
maintenance; equipment; roadside development; materials 
and tests; planning and traffic engineering; right of way; 
accounting; and legal. 

Several entertainment features were planned for the 
convention delegates. A luncheon was given Thursday 
by the American Road Builders’ Association for the dele¬ 
gates. Thursday evening the Highway Industry enter¬ 
tained the delegates and their wives with a buffet dinner. 
Highway officials attended a luncheon Friday given by 
the Association of General Contractors of America. Friday 
night the annual dinner and dance was held. 

Special entertainment was arranged for the ladies. 
Thursday a trip was taken to Bardstown to view My Old 
Kentucky Home and other points of interest. A luncheon 
was given for them at My Old Kentucky Home Country 
Club by the Highway Industry. Friday a varied program 
was offered including a choice of fashion shows, audience 
participation radio shows, art exhibits, and other attrac¬ 
tions in Louisville.

The Seven Mile Bridge 


By Earl R. Adams 

The Overseas Highway which 
links the picturesque Florida Keys in¬ 
to a coral necklace is the motorist’s 
paradise. 

Fascinating, interesting and some¬ 
thing different, this sea-going boule¬ 
vard is one of the marvelous feats of 
modern engineering skill. 

It is truly worthy of its recognition 
as the Eighth Wonder of the World. 

No one who has not seen for him¬ 
self the finished engineering marvel 
can form an estimate of its magnitude. 

He who has not looked up from be¬ 
low at the immense arches of con¬ 
crete, at the mighty spans of steel; who 
has not gazed at the lengthening per¬ 


spective of Knight’s Key Bridge, try¬ 
ing in vain to see the further end 
merged with the horizon almost seven 
miles away, can realize this marvelous 
accomplishment of modern highway 
engineering. 


THE PICTURES 
We wish to express our apprecia¬ 
tion to the Florida State Advertis¬ 
ing Commission for furnishing The 
Florida Highways with colored pic¬ 
tures for its cover and center 
spread.

It is not only the engineering in¬ 
genuity that has made this highway 
one of the most popular in the United 
States—for adding to the attractive¬ 
ness of the drive is the wonderful 
panorama of 62,500 acres of unfamiliar 
lands, of kaleidoscopic sea and gulf, 
of sub-tropical skies against whose 
cottony clouds a host of bird life plays. 

A story of this integral section of 
U. S. Highway No. 1 is definitely 
linked with that of the Key West Ex¬ 
tension, once part and parcel of the 
Florida East Coast Railway. 

The wonderful aqueducts at Sego¬ 
via, the Porta Maggiore, the Aqua 
Claudia, the Port du Gard were 
man’s first message in arch building. 
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Bahia Honda Bridge on Overseas Highway 


The Overseas Railway (by which the 
Key West Extension was known) en¬ 
larged and extended that message. 
The highway, which replaced the rail¬ 
way through the Keys, is man's last 
word on that marvelous style of con¬ 
struction. 

Work on construction of the railway 
south from Homestead was begun in 
April, 1905. The gigantic task was 
officially completed January 12, 1912, 
when the first train rolled into Key 
West, with Henry M. Flagler, the 
builder, on board. 

Many obstacles, which at times 
seemed insurmountable, were over¬ 
come during the years construction 
work was under way. 

So great was the task that at one 
time an army of several thousand men 
were employed. These workmen came 
from many nations. There were hardy 
natives of Norway and Sweden; 
Spaniards from the northern provinces 
of Spain; Negroes from the lesser An¬ 
tilles and the Bahamas as well as the 
United States, natives of Grand Cay¬ 
man and divers from Greece. There 
also was a horde of nondescripts from 
New York's bowery. 

Interesting indeed were the appli¬ 
ances used in construction of the road¬ 
bed and bridges. Among them were 
catamarans for handling cofferdams; 
eight derrick barges, 150 lighters, two 
steel barges, each of which could 
carry 40 car loads of material at once; 


six locomotive cranes and two sea¬ 
going steamers for conveying cement 
in bulk. 

Mile for mile it was one of the most 
costly railroads built in the United 
States. 

While some reports have it that 
the extension cost was as much as 
$65,000,000, the Florida East Coast 
Railway, according to Volume 84 of 
the I.C.C., reported actual cost at 
$27,984,674.72. There are some, how¬ 
ever, who scoff at that low figure. 

Between 1922 and 1928 Monroe 
County, which comprises the Florida 
Keys and Key West, bonded itself for 
$4,000,000 to construct a highway 
from Key West to the mainland, ex¬ 


cept for two water gaps of 14 miles 
each. 

The water gaps were served by 
ferries. This service was unsatisfac¬ 
tory. Only two trips a day were made. 
Many motorists were unable to obtain 
passage for their cars on the small 
ferries. 

It was with the view of raising 
money through bond issues for con¬ 
struction of toll bridges across the 
unspanned gaps that the Florida State 
Legislature in 1933 created the Over¬ 
seas Road and Toll Bridge District. 

Efforts to obtain a loan and grant 
from the Federal Government were at 
first unsuccessful. 

Came Labor Day, 1935, and with it 
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Frank Bentley, chairman, Monroe County 
Commission. 

a tropical hurricane which destroyed 
about 40 miles of the tracks of the 
railroad through the Florida Keys. 

In the hands of receivers the com¬ 
pany abandoned its line over the keys. 
Key West was isolated. Much of the 
highway also had been washed away. 

The railroad company offered to 
sell its right-of-way and structures be¬ 
tween Florida City and Key West to 
the bridge district for the salvage 
value of $640,000. 

With this offer from the railroad the 
bridge district renewed negotiations 
with the Public Works Administration 
for a loan. 

In 1936 a $3,600,000 loan was 
granted. The district issued 30-year, 
4-percent revenue bonds to cover the 
loan. All principal and interest was to 
be paid from tolls. 

The bridges and viaducts were too 


narrow for two-way traffic. Their 
decks had to be widened. There were 
many ways of placing a roadway deck 
on the bridge structures, but the prob¬ 
lem was to obtain an economical de¬ 
sign that would suffer the least pos¬ 
sible damage from a hurricane. 

It was the towering Bahia Honda 
bridge that offered the real problem. 
This 5,056-foot long bridge is one of 
the “through truss” type. 

To provide two-way traffic where 
there was but 14 feet horizontal clear¬ 
ance, several designs were considered. 
The final decision was a two-lane 
deck over the top of the bridge. 

In reworking the railroad embank¬ 
ment for the highway, existing grades 
were lowered to give a 34-foot width 
of roadway. 

The pavement is rock base surface 
treated. Local material was used. 
Cost of the roadway on embankments 
was approximately $12,000 per mile. 

Over concrete arch spans, wide- 
flanged steel beams across the span¬ 
drel walls support small unit rein¬ 
forced concrete slabs the width of the 
overhang. 

Between the spandrel walls a rock 
base with bituminous retread service 
was laid directly on the railroad fill, 
without additional preparation except 
tamping the fill back into the trenches 
made for the steel beams. The cost of 


this type of construction was $24 per 
foot. 

In the deck plat girder spans, the 
girders are 7 to 9 inches apart. Some 
additional support for the roadway 
deck was necessary. Wide-flange 
steel beams were placed across the 
girders at approximately 10-foot cen¬ 
ters and supported near the ends by 
a T-brace extending to the bottom 
flange of the girders. The cross 
beams rest on bearing rocks which 
center the load on the cover plat and 
preclude removing or countersinking 
existing rivets. 

Contractors received $31 per foot 
for this type of work. The contract, 
however, included painting of the 
steel.

The width between curbings on the 
bridges vary a few inches. None, how¬ 
ever, is under 20 feet in width. 

The bridge district opened the 41 
miles of boulevard on March 28, 1937. 

The State Road Department was 
busy outside of the area of the district. 
Aided with Federal monies the re¬ 
maining 84 miles of roadbed and four 
miles of bridges were rapidly con¬ 
verted into a modern highway. 

By 1942 Key West was definitely 
linked to the mainland by the most 
novel highway in the world today. 

From Key West, just a dot far-flung 
on the nation’s map where the flag of 
our land last flies . . . hardly two miles 
wide, less than five miles long. 

From Key West, the quaint and 
sub-tropical paradise where flowers 
bloom the year round, starts the road 
that leads to every door in North 
America. 

Information 

Upon entering the Toll Area, pas¬ 
senger car toll is $1.00, for car and

driver, 25 cents for each additional 
passenger. Toll is collected on South¬ 
bound movement at Lower Matecum- 
be Gateway and receipt given; on 
Northbound trip toll is collected at 
Big Pine Gateway and receipt given. 
There are 18 roadside parking areas, 
between toll gates . . . the district has 
title to 800 more acres which it is 
planned to develop into roadside 
camps as rapidly as there is public 
demand. 

Week-end and overnight camping 
is permitted at the roadside camps. 
Trailers are also permitted to stay at 
the camps for the same duration. 
There are more than 600 varieties of 
fish in the waters which the bridges 
span. Tarpon are caught in great num¬ 
bers and Jewfish weighing as much as 
400 pounds have also been caught. 
The game, little bonefish inhabit the 
flats along the roadway in countless 
thousands. 

There are 40 bridges in the high¬ 
way. The total length is 17.7 miles. 
The deepest water is found under

Bahia Honda bridge, approximately 
42 feet to bed rock. The most costly 
portion of the railroad and then the 
highway lays in the 13 miles between 
Knight’s Key and Big Pine Key. 
Knight’s Key bridge, which is just 
short of seven miles, is carried on five 
miles of 80-foot deck plate steel gird¬ 
ers, laid on reinforced concrete piers 
and two miles of arches. The most im¬ 
portant and the most impressive of the 
bridges, with exception of Bahia 
Honda bridge, is the one reaching 
from Long Key to Conch Key, or 
Grassey Key, a distance of two and 
one-fourth miles. This bridge is built 
on 180 arched spans, the majority of 
which spring 50 feet. They were built 
of trap rock brought from Clinton, 
N. Y. Eight hurricanes in the past 30 
years have failed to damage any of 
the bridges. 

Picturesque Havana is only 90 miles 
from Key West. An airline maintains 
regular passenger service between the 
two cities.

Contrary to the opin¬ 
ion held by many out-of-state visitors, 
Florida's famous fishing grounds may 
be visited and enjoyed on any budget 
from almost nothing to a hundred 
dollars, or more, a day. Which amount 
it will be depends entirely upon your 
tastes and finances. 

From inexpensive cane-pole fishing 
to charter-boat expeditions, Florida 
offers a wide variety of angling cov¬ 
ering numerous dynamic game fishes, 
as well as many lesser known species. 
All of it is available to any fisherman, 
large or small, young or old, rich or 
poor, no matter where he or she may 
be from. 

In its simplest form, all that is 
really needed for Florida's fresh-water 
fishing is a cane pole, a piece of line 
and a sharp hook. With this equip¬ 


ment, many a fisherman has left a 
bridge or canal bank with a long 
string of Florida’s mighty largemouth 
black bass weighing as much as 10 to 
15 pounds each. And each of these 
bass has put up a slashing, flashing, 
jumping and twisting battle which 
severely tried the fisherman's nerve 
and skill before it was finally added to 
the string. 

A step above this type of fishing is 
boat fishing, and all that the angler 
need add to his elementary equipment 
is a stout pair of arms and a dollar 
rowboat. With this, all of Florida's 
30,000 beautiful lakes, countless broad 
rivers, and innumerable small streams 
and canals are immediately available 
to the happy fisherman. 

If stillfishing from a boat is not 
enough to suit either your tastes or 
your finances, then Florida offers its 
fast motorboats, expert fishing guides, 
modest or refined living quarters, and 
all of the vast resources of the “pen¬ 
insula state.” 


Now the expert fisherman comes 
into his own in Florida. He may flip 
a plug into that cove or pothole, lay a 
delicate fly into a riffle or whirlpool, 
or shoot a spinning lure into the exact 
spot where a husky largemouth or an 
eager panfish lies concealed. 

With all its fresh and salt waters, 
and all its game and sport fish, as well 
as fine climate and beautiful scenery, 
Florida rates as an outstanding mecca 
for bait and lure fishermen from all 
over the world.

Fees for an expert fishing guide 
usually range from $7.50 to $15 and 
up per day. This fee includes a fast 
boat and motor, numerous small per¬ 
sonal comforts, and detailed knowl¬ 
edge of where, when and how to catch 
the largest fish. As is customary with 
most expert fishing guides in Florida, 
your guide will be willing to do prac¬ 
tically everything for you except hook 
and land your fish. He will take you to 
the best fishing spot as speedily as 
possible, tell you the most productive 
bait or lure to use, and explain exact¬ 
ly where to cast it and how to retrieve 
it. He is an expert fisherman and 
guide, and if you follow his explicit 
advice you are practically assured of 
catching many large fish in a com¬ 
fortable and entertaining manner. 

Living quarters for fishermen range 
from $2 a day to $25 per week, or up 
almost as high as you care to pay. The 
lowest fee of about $2 per day is suf¬ 
ficient for those who are looking for 
fish and not comfort. For around $25 
weekly you will usually find a livable 
fishing cabin that will be sufficient for 
your needs. Most of these have run¬ 
ning water, ice boxes or refrigerators, 
stoves, cooking utensils, as well as 
the necessary furniture and linens. 
Such accommodations are really all 
that are necessary for a group or fam¬ 
ily of fishermen who like the outdoor 
life and are willing to rough it. 

Finer living quarters are obtainable 
throughout Florida in almost any 
range of prices to suit your purse. 
These include everything from a mo¬ 
tor court or cottage up to and includ¬ 
ing the best of hotels and fishing 
lodges. No matter what you desire in 
this line, you are assured of finding 
it in Florida’s fishing paradises. 

In all, then, Florida offers a wide 
variety of fishing for any and every 
fisherman at any cost from almost 
nothing to as high as you wish to pay. 
Whatever your desire, you will find 
it in Florida.

Where To Fish 

One of the easiest ways of starting 
a furious argument in Florida is to 
loudly declaim that one area is much 
better than another for catching the 
largest or most fish. There are so many 
varying types of fishing waters in 
Florida, so many species of fish and 
methods of fishing that it is impos¬ 
sible to say which is the finest or the 
best. All that can be said is that all 
of them are good, and all of them will 
produce fine fish. 

However, it can do no harm to 
mention a few of the more famous or 
favorite fishing grounds among the 
thousands of fishable lakes, rivers, 
canals and streams within the state. 

In the northwest section of the state 
of Florida, especially excellent fishing 
may be found in the Escambia, Choc- 
tawhatchee, Apalachicola and Och- 
lockonee rivers. While their names 
may be difficult for some to pro¬ 
nounce, their waters are easily fished. 
Lakes are less common in this section 
of the state, but the fishing is usually 
rated as tops in the Dead Lakes, near 
Wewahitchka, and Lake Talquin, near 
Tallahassee and Quincy. 

In the northeastern portion of the 
state, the Suwannee, Steinhatchee, 
Santa Fe and St. Johns rivers are pop¬ 
ular with many fishermen, while 
Orange Lake, Lake George and Lake 
Crescent are rated as outstanding 
lakes in this vicinity. 

In the central part of the state may 
be found the headwaters and upper 
portion of the St. Johns river, one of 
the most famous black bass fishing 
grounds in the world, as well as one of 
the only two rivers in the United 
States which flow northward. Also 
outstanding is Lake Harris and the 
many other lakes to be found in the 
lake region surrounding Lake County 
and other nearby counties. In the Gulf 
Coast section, the Withlacoochee and 
Homosassa rivers and Lake Tsala 
Apopka always attract many ardent 
anglers. 

Farther south, thousands of fisher¬ 
man annually try their luck in Lake 
Okeechobee, second largest fresh 
water lake entirely within the con¬ 


tinental United States. Others fish 
the canals and streams of the Ever¬ 
glades, the Kissimmee river, Blue 
Cypress Lake (also known as Lake 
Wilmington) and Lake Trafford, and 
the many other fresh water fishing 
spots in this part of the state. 

In all, Florida affords a phenomenal 
amount of both fresh and salt water 
fishing in all sections of the state. 
Some of it is bound to appeal to the 
most particular fisherman, for wherev¬ 


er you wet a line in Florida you have 
a good chance to hook a fine fish. 

Florida's Black Bass 

The principal fresh water game fish 
of Florida is the largemouth black 
bass. A worthy foe for any fisherman, 
the Florida largemouth is especially 
desirable because it often attains as 
much as thirteen, fourteen or fifteen 
pounds in weight. Truly, a largemouth 
black bass must be larger than ten 
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pounds to elicit any astonishment 
from a native fisherman. Big bass are 
plentiful in Florida, and almost al¬ 
ways anxious to hit a fisherman’s 
hook. 

Almost any method of fishing may 
be used to entice the black bass into 
striking, but bait or plug casting is 
probably the favorite with most fisher¬ 
men. Because they enjoy seeing a 
huge largemouth explode from the 
water in a burst of spray, smashing the 
plug high into the air, many anglers 
prefer the top-water baits and lures. 
Surely, until you’ve seen a Florida 
largemouth tail-dancing on the sur¬ 
face of the water at the end of your 
line, you have not enjoyed some of the 
finest of fishing. 

Many other fishermen prefer the 
standard underwater spoons (some¬ 
times baited with pork rinds), wig- 
glers, dancers and divers, especially 
during the heat of the day when the 
largest bass have a tendency to seek 
the deeper, cooler water. 

Other fishermen use fly-casting or 
spinning lures, while still more prefer 
live-bait fishing for the largemouths. 

In all, Florida’s largemouth black 
bass is the top-ranking fresh-water 
game fish found within the state, be¬ 
cause it is so plentiful and such a 
dynamic fighter under the spur of a 
goading hook. The black bass is tops 
in Florido. 
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Panfish 

Other popular species of fish in 
Florida are those known as the "pan¬ 
fishes.” Included are the crappie 
(known in Florida as ‘"speckled 
perch”), the bream (pronounced 
“brim” and also known as the blue- 
gill), the stumpknocker, the red-breast 
sunfish, the shellcracker and the war- 
mouth. 

Also to be found are several species 
of catfish, and the two Florida pikes 
known as the chain pickerel and the 
red-finned pike. 

Fishing Licenses 

Fresh-water fishing licenses and 
hunting licenses, together with cur¬ 


rent rules and regulations, may be 
obtained from the offices of any 
County Judge in any of the counties 
of Florida. 

Fishing license fees are: Series A— 
Resident State, Fresh Water, $2.00. 
Series B—Non-resident, Fresh Water, 
$7.50. Series C—Non-resident, 10- 
day Continuous Fishing, $2.25. 

No license is required for fishing in 
the salt waters of the State.

and gradually came to be believed. Now everyone knows 
Miami Beach is delightful at any time. Since the war 
the number of spring, summer and fall vacationers has in¬ 
creased each year. 

During the war Miami Beach became an armed camp, 
with the vast majority of the hotels taken over by the Army 
Air Forces. 

Following the war, expansion of Miami Beach was re¬ 
sumed. More and more hotels, homes and apartment 
buildings were constructed. The population grew and 
the fame of the city became brighter and brighter. By 
the end of this year Miami Beach will boast 370 hotels 
with 26,000 rooms, more than a quarter of all the hotel 
rooms in the entire state. It will have more than 1,500 
apartment buildings with approximately 16,000 units. 
The total of building permits for 1950 will be the greatest 
in the 35-year history of the city. 

Recreation has made its headquarters throughout the 
year in Miami Beach. From all parts of the world come 
increasing numbers of visitors determined to have their 
share of fun in the sun. Many come for the first time, 
while others have returned so often they have lost count 
of the number of visits. 

Following the pace set by these vacationers are state 
and national conventions. The newly-completed municipal 
auditorium and convention hall, erected at a cost of 
$1,800,000, is expected to give considerable impetus to 
this rapidly expanding convention business. So well do 
convention delegates like Miami Beach, according to a 
recent national survey, that they stay here longer than in 
any other major convention city. 

Nor is the influence of Miami Beach confined to its city 
limits nor to the improved health its visitors take home 
with them. Here have developed several outstanding 
styles and schools of thought in architecture and decora¬ 
tion. From Miami Beach these new trends have spread 
to other communities and other sections of the world. 
They have been modified there to meet local conditions, 
but the influence still remains strong. 

Miami Beach lacks the glamor of a long history, weather¬ 
worn cathedrals, and the aura of quaintness that are the 
attractions of many resorts. It offers instead the cleanli¬ 
ness, brightness and comfort of modern, up-to-the-minute 
buildings. Here the visitor finds what is new, not what is 
old, whether it be in clothing fashions, house fashions or 
yacht fashions. 

“Everything looks so clean and fresh” is almost the 
invariable expression of the visitor seeing Miami Beach 
for the first time. 

Eight miles of ocean beach form the eastern shoreline. 
Much of this beach is open to the public, and it is esti¬ 
mated that some 2,000,000 swimmers a year lounge on its 
sands. The remainder of the ocean beach is semi-private, 
given over to residences, hotels and cabana clubs. An 
oddity is the fact that many of the oceanfront hotels have 
their own swimming pools as well as ocean beach, and 
that Miami Beach has 130 swimming pools despite the 
proximity of the ocean. 
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Much of the resort life centers around the cabana 
colonies, even as 40 years ago the people who came to 
Miami Beach to swim brought picinic lunches with them 
from the mainland and built their holidays around parties 
on the beach. The basic appeal—swimming and sun 
bathing—has not changed at Miami Beach, it only has 
become more comfortable and convenient with the 
cabanas, pools and seaside dining rooms of today. 

The city itself stands on 30 islands, most of them man¬ 
made and filled in with earth dredged from Biscayne Bay. 
Some 30 miles of waterways wind through the city, form¬ 
ing protected anchorages for small pleasure boats and 
smooth aquatic highways for yachtsmen and sight-seeing 
excursion vessels. Most famous of these canals is Indian 
Creek, scene of Gar Wood's speed record trials when the 
Detroit and Miami Beach sportsman and Sir Malcolm 
Campbell were battling for the world's speedboat record. 

Along the shores of Indian Creek are the homes of many 
prominent Americans. One of the most famous estates 
along the waterway was owned by the late Harvey S. Fire¬ 
stone, automobile tire tycoon. The many-chimneyed 
Georgian colonial Firestone mansion, set amid green 
lawns and bright flowers, may best be glimpsed from 
sight-seeing boats on the creek. 

St. Francis Hospital, erected in 1925 at a cost of more 
than $1,000,000 also adjoins Indian Creek. The hospital 
was built by James E. Allison and after his death was 
turned over to the Order of St. Francis, now being oper¬ 
ated by sisters of that order. The hospital, a plain con¬ 
crete and stucco building, occupies, with its grounds, six 
acres of the 33-acre Allison island. 

Three causeways connect Miami Beach with the main¬ 
land. MacArthur Causeway, near the southern end of 
Miami Beach, has bridges leading from it to Star, Palm 
and Hibiscus islands. These islands have many beautiful 
homes and on Hibiscus Island is the clubhouse of the 
Miami Beach Rod and Reel Club. 

Venetian causeway spans the bay by way of the Vene¬ 
tian islands, which are the site of numerous palatial resi¬ 
dences and apartment buildings. This causeway was 
built over the area formerly spanned by the famous Collins 
bridge. At the northern end of Miami Beach the third 
causeway, flanked by additional islands, with more in 
process of being filled in, leads from the mainland. 

Much of the sightliness of Miami Beach is due to the 
planned development and strict zoning which has been 
followed throughout the city's growth. Business areas, 
hotel and apartment areas and sections restricted to the 
building of single-family homes have prevented the inter¬ 
mingling of commercial enterprises in residential zones. 
The southern end of Miami Beach is devoted largely to 
business, hotel and apartment buildings. 

In the central portion of the city are two shopping dis¬ 
tricts, one being the famous Lincoln Road and the other 
a section of smart shops on 41st street. Near the north 
end of Miami Beach in the 71st street area is the fourth 
shopping and business district. 

Outstanding in style leadership is Lincoln Road. Some 
of the most famous stores in the United States have 
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branch shops on the Road. The merchants pride them¬ 
selves on being from three to six months ahead of north¬ 
ern shops in the showing of fashions. This leadership is 
maintained because in Miami Beach the climate is such 
that spring and summer fashions can be worn here in 
winter months, while other parts of the country must wait 
for warm weather to permit such displays. 

Lincoln Road is a wide street, lined by double side¬ 
walks with grass plots and palm trees planted between. 
Flower beds among the grass plots are filled with blos¬ 
soms the year-’round. Lilies, for example, are planted so 
as to bloom at Easter, while poinsettias with their colorful 
red flowers lend a Christmas atmosphere in December. 

Shopping is one of the great points of interest, particu¬ 
larly for the women, of Latin American visitors to Miami 
Beach. And the Latin, as well as residents of the United 
States, has come more and more to realize that Miami 
Beach is a pleasant city in which to spend a vacation, 
summer or winter. 

Aside from its famous beach the city has many geo¬ 
graphical attractions. The many waterways, public parks 
and recreational areas, and two municipal golf courses 
serve to prevent crowding. Tennis and golf may be 
played the year-’round, just as swimming and boating may 
be enjoyed in June or January. 

In outdoor recreation, many visitors to Miami Beach 
first choose fishing. A fleet of some 50 sports cruisers is 
available for charter, and a day of trolling in the Gulf 
Stream can furnish plenty of thrills. In addition to sail- 
fish, many game species may be caught, including blue 
and white marlin, tarpon, wahoo, dolphin, bonefish, snook, 
bonito and a score more. 

Miami Beach visitors can find much of entertainment 
and interest at any season of the year. Football, which 
vies with baseball as the national game, brings many of 
the leading college teams to Roddey Burdine stadium in 
October, November and December. The football season 
reaches its conclusion with the annual Orange Bowl game 
of January 1. This game is between two of the outstanding 
college teams of the nation and is attended by 62,000 
persons, the stadium seating capacity. 

From November into April, racing attracts thousands of 
followers. There is one greyhound track in Miami Beach, 
three more in nearby communities. Three horse racing 
tracks are within a short distance of Miami Beach and 
some of the nation’s finest thoroughbreds may be seen on 
these racing strips. Many two-year-olds get their first 
racing experience here, to go on to fame as they reach their 
full growth and best age. 

Of night life, Miami Beach presents some of the best in 
dance bands and entertainers. More than a dozen clubs 
vie with each other in presentation of famous performers 
and noted orchestras for dancing. Many of the hotels also 
have dinner dancing nightly, frequently in outdoor patios 
open to the silver light of the moon. 

Because of its location, Miami Beach considers itself the 
crossroads of the Americas. Capitals of every nation in 
Central and South America are within less than two days’ 
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travel by the excellent air lines which serve the city. 
Similarly, all the large cities of the United States may be 
reached within 24 hours by air from Miami Beach. Rail¬ 
roads and good highways also fan northward from Miami 
Beach, offering excellent surface transportation to any 
part of the country. 

Because the winter months comprise the “big season,” 
it is during that time the clubs have their most lavish pro¬ 
grams. Hotel and apartment rates naturally follow the 
trend of the big demand, and accommodations cannot be 
obtained in winter at the bargain prices prevailing at other 
times of the year. 

Many people, however, prefer Miami Beach in the 
spring or summer. Hotel rates during those seasons are 

expensive and while social activity does not set the pace 
of winter, there still is plenty to do and see. Climate here 
in April and May, particularly, is believed by many to be 
unexcelled anywhere. The days are long, sunshine pre¬ 
vails and the temperatures range in the mild 70’s. 

Spring blends gradually, imperceptibly into summer at 
Miami Beach, and when summer comes in June the only 
marked difference is a more leisurely tempo and a decrease 
in the automobile traffic that prevails during winter. Most 
of the hotels remain open all the year and the claim is 
made that a summer vacation at Miami Beach may be 
enjoyed in luxury on a more modest budget than anywhere 
else in the country. 

Summer has its entertainment program, too. First there 
is baseball, as there is elsewhere in the United States. 
Fishing is unsurpassed in the blue Gulf Stream waters. 
Many of the smartest stores and shops remain open, allow¬ 
ing the visitor the same wide selections as are available at 
other times of the year. Golf and tennis, sailing and 
swimming are on the schedule for those who like the more 
active sports. 

Miami Beach’s summer temperature averages 81.2 
degrees, according to official records of the United States 
weather bureau. Rare indeed is the day when the thermo¬ 
meter reaches 90, even when states 1,000 miles to the north 
are sweltering in temperatures of 100 and above. 

Southeasterly trade winds prevail during the summer, 
blowing cool and clean into the land. Because of the 
absence of dust, pollen and smoke in the air, many people 
who are plagued with hay fever and similar allergies find 
relief in Miami Beach after fruitless searches elsewhere. 
It is because of this clean air, too, that Miami Beach hotels 
are white, or light in color, adding so much to the general 
attractiveness of the city. 

Miami Beach can accommodate more than 100,000 visi¬ 
tors, in addition to its permanent population, and looks 
forward confidently to the future. Municipal operations 
have kept abreast of Miami Beach expansion. Construc¬ 
tion of new buildings is supervised carefully in order to 
assure public protection from fire and other hazards. 

These things, plus the orderly, planned growth of Miami 
Beach, have served to keep the city both healthy and 
beautiful, and have maintained Miami Beach’s reputation 
as one of the premier resorts of the world. 
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Transactions of Meetings of Florida State Road Department 

Held at Tallahassee, Florida, September 22, 1950 


Pursuant to due notice the State Road 
Department met at the Tallahassee office on 
September 22, 1950 with the following attend¬ 
ance: Chairman Alfred A, McKethan, 

Marion G. Nelson, and Trusten P. Drake, Jr., 
Members; Sam P. Turnbull, State Highway 
Engineer; R. M. Hartsfield, Secretary; David 
V. Kerns, Resident Attorney, and L. A. 
Fraleigh, Jr., Assistant Secretary. 

After calling the meeting to order, Chair¬ 
man McKethan asked Mr. Nelson to preside 
and stated that he would move the adoption 
of a resolution approving the Lease-Purchase 
Agreement for Lower Tampa Bay Bridge 
and authorizing its execution, and in this 
connection made the following statement: 

“In making this motion it affords me more 
pleasure and satisfaction than any motion I 
have ever made. This represents action by 
the Road Board which will bring to active 
construction and remove from the dream 
stage a project that has been visioned by the 
people of the West Coast area for twenty- 
five years. The project has been made possi¬ 
ble by the full cooperation of the Legislative 
delegations of the counties of the Tampa Bay 
area, the Boards of County Commissioners, 
City Officials, Chambers of Commerce and 
the St. Petersburg Port Authority. This 
should be a means of showing the people of 
Florida what complete community coopera¬ 
tion can achieve and represents performance, 
not promises.” 

Mr. Nelson presiding: On motion of Mr. 
McKethan, seconded by Mr. Drake, the fol¬ 
lowing Resolution was unanimously adopted: 

WHEREAS, Pursuant to a long recognized 
need for a direct route of travel between the 
City of St. Petersburg and the Pinellas Coun¬ 
ty peninsula on the north, and Manatee 


County and other counties to the south of 
Tampa Bay, and in order to meet the heavy 
demands for travel in the area, to promote 
the development, the welfare and the econ¬ 
omy of the State of Florida and the counties 
of Pinellas and Manatee and neighboring 
counties and communities, and for the safety 
and convenience of the general motoring 
public, appropriate surveys having been 
made by the State Road Department of Flor¬ 
ida, a plan has been proposed for the con¬ 
struction of a bridge across Lower Tampa 
Bay, and 

WHEREAS, The Florida State Improve¬ 
ment Commission has approved said plan and 
by Resolution duly adopted has agreed to 
finance and construct said Bridge in coopera¬ 
tion with the State Road Department of 
Florida, and has requested the State Road 
Department of Florida to enter into the 
Lease-Purchase Agreement covering said 
Bridge hereinafter set forth: 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
by the State Road Department of Florida 
that the proposed Bridge across Lower 
Tampa Bay from Maximo Point in the City 
of St. Petersburg, Pinellas County, Florida, 
southeasterly across Tampa Bay to Terra 
Ceia Island, thence across Terra Ceia Island 
and Terra Ceia Bay to a connection on the 
mainland with U. S. Highway No. 541 (State 
Road 45) north of the City of Palmetto in 
Manatee County, Florida, same being de¬ 
scribed and set forth in the Lease-Purchase 
Agreement appearing below and referred to 
therein as the “Bridge,” be and the same is 
hereby found to constitute an essential por¬ 
tion of the State Road System of Florida, 
the construction and development of which 


will serve an important and essential State 
and local purpose, urgently needed for the 
safety, convenience and economy of the in¬ 
habitants of the State of Florida and of the 
counties of Pinellas and Manatee, and said 
Bridge, including the route and line of loca¬ 
tion thereof, be and the same is hereby de¬ 
clared and designated to be a State Road in 
the State Road System of Florida and the 
route of same to be the most practical and 
feasible possible after full consideration of 
all circumstances pertaining thereto. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the 
provisions and conditions of the Lease- Pur¬ 
chase Agreement covering the Lower Tampa 
Bay Bridge hereinafter set forth be and the 
same are hereby approved and agreed to and 
the Chairman and the Secretary of the De¬ 
partment be and they are hereby authorized 
to execute on behalf of the Department the 
Lease-Purchase Agreement in the words, 
figures and form as follows: 

Lease-Purchase Agreement Between 
The Florida State Improvement 
Commission and the State Road 
Department of Florida Covering the 
Lower Tampa Bay Bridge 

THIS AGREEMENT, made and executed 

in duplicate this day of--—...-., 

1950, by and between the FLORIDA STATE 
IMPROVEMENT COMMISSION (hereinaft¬ 
er referred to as the “Commission”), and the 
STATE ROAD DEPARTMENT OF FLOR¬ 
IDA (hereinafter referred to as the “Depart¬ 
ment”). 
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WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, it is desirable and necessary 
to the public welfare, convenience and 
economy that a direct route of travel be 
supplied between St. Petersburg and the 
Pinellas peninsula on the north (same being 
the southern terminus of U. S. Highway 
No. 19), and Manatee County and other coun¬ 
ties to the south of Tampa Bay; that the 
present route of travel around Tampa Bay 
requires many miles of unwarranted travel 
through congested streets of urban areas and 
on overburdened rural roads, thereby adding 
to the hazard, expense and travel delay of 
the motoring public, and operates as a re¬ 
tarding factor in the development of this 
fast growing area; that the present ferry 
operation across lower Tampa Bay is en¬ 
tirely inadequate in capacity and too time- 
consuming to serve the cross-way travel de¬ 
mands; that, after a survey, a plan to meet 
these conditions has been proposed calling 
for the construction of a bridge across lower 
Tampa Bay. 

WHEREAS, the St. Petersburg Port 
Authority (hereinafter referred to as “Port 
Authority”), a public body corporate hereto¬ 
fore duly created by Chapter 22464, Laws of 
Florida, Acts of 1943, has heretofore under¬ 
taken the construction of a bridge across 
lower Tampa Bay, and has expended certain 
moneys for the acquisition of ferries to tem¬ 
porarily transport motor traffic and persons 
across lower Tampa Bay, and for estimates, 
engineering plans and surveys for the con¬ 
struction of said bridge, and has heretofore 
issued its Ferry Revenue Certificates to fi¬ 
nance such purposes in the aggregate princi¬ 
pal amount of $600,000, dated June 1, 1946, 
Second Series A to J, inclusive, of which 
certificates the aggregate principal amount 
of $440,000 will be outstanding at the time of 
the issuance of the Bonds hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to, and mature in the years 1951 to 
1956, both inclusive, the certificates maturing 
in the years 1951 and 1952 bearing interest 
at the rate of one and one-fourth per centum 
per annum, and the certificates maturing in 
the years 1953 to 1956, inclusive, bearing in¬ 
terest at the rate of two per centum per 
annum; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission, pursuant to 
Chapter 26163, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1949, 
is the successor to said Port Authority, and 
by resolutions duly adopted by the Commis¬ 
sion and the Port Authority all the assets, 
rights, franchises and privileges, moneys and 
books and records af said Port Authority 
have been duly assigned and conveyed to 
the Commission and the Commission has 
assumed certain liabilities of said Port 
Authority, including the payment at matur¬ 
ity or redemption prior to maturity, of said 
outstanding Ferry Revenue Certificates 
heretofore issued by said Port Authority; 
and 

WHEREAS, the construction and estab¬ 
lishment of said Bridge, and the retirement 


heretofore issued by said Port Authority; an 
of said outstanding Ferry Revenue Certifi¬ 
cates issued by the Port Authority will be 
financed by the Commission by the issuance 
of $21,250,000 principal amount of Lower 
Tampa Bay Bridge Revenue Bonds of the 
Commission (hereinafter referred to as 
“Bonds”), said Bonds to be dated October 1, 
1950, all to mature on October 1, 1980, to bear 
interest at the rate or rates to be determined 
at the public sale thereof, and to be subject 
to prior redemption in the manner provided 
in the resolution of the Commission author¬ 
izing the issuance of said Bonds; and 
WHEREAS, by the applicable statutes, the 
Department is the agent of the Commission 
to construct said Bridge, and the State Board 
of Administration of Florida (hereinafter 
referred to as “Board”) is the statutory 
fiscal agent to administer and apply the 
funds provided for in this agreement; and 
WHEREAS, said Bridge and all parts 
thereof have been heretofore duly designated 
as state roads by statute or by the Depart¬ 
ment pursuant to statute, or both, and con¬ 
stitute an essential link in the State Road 
System of Florida and the construction and 
establishment of said Bridge will serve an 
important and essential State and local pur¬ 
pose and is urgently needed to meet the 
heavy demands for travel in the area, to 
promote the development, the welfare and 
economy of the State of Florida and the 
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counties of Pinellas and Manatee and adja¬ 
cent communities, and for the safety and 
convenience of the general motoring public; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Commission is authorized 
by law to lease and/or sell said Bridge and 
the Department is authorized by law to lease 
and/or purchase said Bridge; 

NOW, THEREFORE, for and in considera¬ 
tion of the sum of One Dollar ($1.00) this 
day paid by each party hereto to the other, 
the receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, 
and in further consideration of the mutual 
and dependent covenants of the parties here¬ 
to and other good and valuable considera¬ 
tions as hereinafter set forth, it is hereby 
agreed by and between the Commission and 
the Department as follows: 
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ARTICLE I 

LEASE OF BRIDGE AND RENTALS 
1.01. LEASE OF BRIDGE. The Commis¬ 
sion does by these presents, as Lessor, lease 
to the Department, as Lessee, the Bridge 
referred to in the preambles hereof and more 
fully described below until all the Bonds, 
including any refundings thereof, and all 
interest thereon, have been fully paid and 
discharged, and the Department has been 
fully reimbursed for all amounts paid or in¬ 
curred as provided in Section 4.05 hereof, for 
the costs of completion, maintenance and 
repair of said Bridge, said Bridge being more 
specifically described as follows: 

The bridges and causeways from Maximo 
Point in the City of St. Petersburg, 
Pinellas County, Florida, southeasterly

across Tampa Bay to Terra Ceia Island, 
thence across Terra Ceia Island and 
Terra Ceia Bay easterly and southeaster¬ 
ly to a connection on the mainland with 
U. S. Highway No. 541 north of the City 
of Palmetto in Manatee County, Florida, 
a distance of approximately fifteen miles, 
together with such fills, roads or high¬ 
ways, approaches aryl avenues of access 
necessary or appurtenant thereto, all 
hereinafter collectively referred to as the 
“Bridge,” and all in accordance with the 
plans and specifications prepared or to 
be prepared by Parsons, Brinckerhoff, 
Hall and Macdonald, Consulting Engi¬ 
neers, of New York City; together with 
such changes, additions and modifica¬ 
tions as shall be deemed necessary by the 
Department, the Commission and the 
Consulting Engineer. 

1.02. RENTALS. The Department agrees 
to pay to the Commission as rentals for said 
Bridge in each year the following amounts: 

All the gross tolls, fares, receipts and all 
incdme and revenues whatsoever (hereinaft¬ 
er referred to as “tolls”) derived from the 
operation of said Bridge, after deduction 
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therefrom only of the costs of operation of 
said Bridge (but not the cost of the main¬ 
tenance and repair of said Bridge, as de¬ 
fined herein); said gross tolls, after such 
deduction fcr operating expenses, to be de¬ 
posited, paid out and applied as provided in 
this agreement. 

1.03. EFFECTIVE DATE OF LEASE. 
This agreement, and the lease of said Bridge 
made herein, shall take effect immediately on 
the execution of this agreement by the Com¬ 
mission and the Department; provided, how¬ 
ever, that rental payment cf tolls shall begin 
upon the completion of said Bridge and the 
commencement of collection of tolls. 

ARTICLE II 

CONSTRUCTION OF BRIDGE 

2.01. DEPARTMENT TO CONSTRUCT 
BRIDGE. Pursuant to the applicable laws, 
the Department shall be the agent of the 
Commission to construct and establish said 
Bridge, subject to the provisions contained 
in this agreement. 

2.02. APPLICATION OF FUNDS. The 
principal amount of $443,625.00 of the pro¬ 
ceeds derived by the Commission from the 
sale of the Bonds, or such amount as shall 
be necessary to pay and redeem on the first 
redemption date which is more than thirty 
days after the delivery of the Bonds, the 
outstanding $440,000 Ferry Revenue Certifi¬ 
cates heretofore issued by the Port Author¬ 
ity, and interest thereon, together with the 
amount of the estimated expenses of the re¬ 
demption of said outstanding Ferry Revenue 
Certificates, shall be deposited with the 
Chemical Bank & Trust Company, New York 
City, in a fund to be known as the “Ferry 
Revenue Certificate Redemption Fund.” The 
moneys in said fund shall be held in trust 
and irrevocably dedicated to the redemption 
on the first redemption date which is more 
than thirty days after the delivery of the 
Bonds, of said $440,000 outstanding Ferry 
Revenue Certificates, and the expenses there¬ 
of, and shall be applied and used for said 
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purpose by said Chemical Bank & Trust 
Company, and for no other purpose whatso¬ 
ever. The Commission shall, at least thirty 
days prior to said first redemption date 
which is more than thirty days after the 
delivery of the Bonds, duly publish a notice 
of the redemption of said outstanding Ferry 
Revenue Certificates in the manner and at 
the time or times required or provided for in 
said Ferry Revenue Certificates and the pro¬ 
ceedings which authorized the issuance 
thereof. All monies in said fund shall at all 
times, to the full extent thereof, be fully 
secured in the manner now provided by the 
present laws of the State of Florida for the 
securing of deposits of State and municipal 
funds. The holders of said Bonds shall have 
a lien on all money in said Ferry Revenue 
Certificate Redemption Fund until paid out 
and applied as provided herein. Any monies 
remaining in said Ferry Revenue Certificate 
Redemption Fund after the retirement of all 
outstanding Ferry Revenue Certificates shall 
be transferred to and deposited in the Bridge 
Construction Trust Fund hereinafter referred 
to, and used only in the manner provided for 
said fund. 

Forthwith upon the sale of the bonds the 
estimated amount necessary to pay all costs 
and expenses of the Commission in connec¬ 
tion with the preparation, issuance and sale 
of the Bonds, including the reasonable charge 
of the Commission for fiscal services and 
any amounts which the Commission shall be 
obligated to pay fo rengineering or other 
technical services, or the amount of any of 
such costs and expenses previously paid by 
the Commission, shall be reserved by the 
Commission from the bond proceeds and used 
for such purposes. Any balance remaining 
after all of said purposes have been provided 
for shall be paid into the Bridge Construction 
Trust Fund, or if the construction of said 
Bridge shall have been completed, then such 
unexpended balance shall be paid into the 
Sinking Fund. 

An amount equal to the interest maturing 
on the Bonds to and including October 1, 


1953, being the amount estimated as neces¬ 
sary to pay the semi-annual interest matur¬ 
ing on the Bonds during and until six months 
after the completion of said Bridge and the 
placing of same in operation, including all 
accrued interest received upon the sale and 
delivery of the Bonds, shall be deposited with 
the Board in a fund to be known as the 
“Sinking Fund," referred to hereafter, and 
shall be used by the Board only for the 
payment of maturing interest on the Bonds. 

411 remaining monies received from the 
sale of the Bonds shall be deposited in the 
Bridge Construction Trust Fund referred to 
in Section 2.03 of this Article II. 

2.03. BRIDGE CONSTRUCTION TRUST 
FUND. The remaining monies received from 
the sale of the Bonds referred to in Section 
2.02 of this Article II shall be deposited to 
the credit of the Department in a trust ac¬ 
count in the Treasury of the State of Flor¬ 
ida to be known as “State Road Department 
of Florida, Lower Tampa Bay Bridge Con¬ 
struction Trust Fund" (hereinafter referred 
to as “Bridge Construction Trust Fund"), 
which trust fund is hereby created by this 
agreement. The monies in said Bridge Con¬ 
struction Trust Fund shall be used only for 
the cost of the construction, as such cost is 
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defined herein, of said Bridge, and with¬ 
drawals from said Bridge Construction 
Trust Fund shall be made only upon war¬ 
rants signed by the State Comptroller, coun¬ 
tersigned by the Governor of the State of 
Florida, and drawn upon the State Treasurer. 
Such warrants shall be issued by the Comp¬ 
troller only when the vouchers requesting 
such warrants are accompanied by the cer¬ 
tificates of the Department and the Consult¬ 
ing Engineer, as defined herein, to the effect 
that such withdrawals are proper expendi¬ 
tures for the cost of said Bridge. The Com¬ 
mission shall furnish certified copies of this 
agreement to the State Comptroller and the 
State Treasurer. All monies in said Bridge 
Construction Trust Fund shall at all times 
be secured to the full extent thereof in the 
manner now provided by existing laws of the 
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State of Florida for the securing of deposits 
of State and municipal funds. 

The cost of said Bridge, for the purposes 
of said Bridge Construction Trust Fund, 
shall include all costs of rights of way for 
and construction of said Bridge, the pay¬ 
ment of principal and interest, and redemp¬ 
tion premiums and expenses of redemption, 
for the outstanding Ferry Revenue Certifi¬ 
cates to the extent that moneys in the Ferry 
Revenue Certificate Redemption Fund are 
insufficient therefor; interest on said Bonds 
to the extent that monies in the Sinking 
Fund are for any reason insufficient there¬ 
for; interest on said Bonds to the extent 
that monies in the Sinking Fund are for any 
reason insufficient therefor, prior to, during 
and for six months after the completion and 
placing in operation of said Bridge; technical 
and engineering fees and legal fees; the fees 
an dexpenses of the Commission, the fees of 
financial advisers or fiscal agents, advertis- 
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ing of resolutions, notices of sale or other 
proceedings to the extent not paid from other 
sources; a reasonable amount for contin¬ 
gencies; expenses for plans, surveys, esti¬ 
mates of cost and of revenues; traffic sur¬ 
veys; and all other costs and expenses neces¬ 
sary or incidental to the construction and 
placing in operation of said Bridge and of 
the financing thereof; and shall include re¬ 
imbursement to the Department for its ad¬ 
vanced payment of any of such costs, fees 
or expenses. 

2.04. INVESTMENT OF CONSTRUCTION 
FUNDS: Any monies in the Bridge Con¬ 
struction Trust Fund not immediately need¬ 
ed for the purposes provided herein for said 
fund may be temporarily invested and rein¬ 
vested, but only in direct obligations of the 
United States of America maturing not 
later than twelve months after the date of 
purchase thereof. Investments or reinvest¬ 
ments of monies in the Bridge Construction 
Trust Fund shall be at all times kept in said 
fund, and shall not be commingled with any 
other investments or reinvestments made by 
the State Treasurer, the Board, or any ether 
department, agency or official of the State 
of Florida. 

Any and all income and interest received 
upon any investments or reinvestments of 
monies in said Bridge Construction Trust 
Fund shall be retained in said fund, and all 
investments or reinvestments in said fund 
shall be liquidated whenever necessary to 


provide funds needed for payment of the 
costs of the construction of said Bridge. 

2.05. LIEN OF BONDHOLDERS ON 
CONSTRUCTION FUNDS. The holders of 
said Bonds to be issued by the Commission 
shall have a lien on all monies in the Bridge 
Construction Trust Fund until such funds 
are applied as provided herein. 

If any unexpended balance of funds shall 
remain in the Bridge Construction Trust 
Fund after the completion of said Bridge, 
such unexpended balance shall be deposited 
in the Sinking Fund. 

ARTICLE III 

APPLICATION OF RENTALS 

3.01. PAYMENT OF RENTALS. The De¬ 
partment agrees to pay as rentals and pur¬ 
chase payments for said Bridge such sums 
of money as shall equal the gross tolls de¬ 
rived from the operation of said Bridge, after 
deduction cf operating expenses, as defined 
herein, same being paid as rentals pursuant 
to the authority of Chapter 2?555, Laws of 
Florida, Acts of 1941. Payment of such 
rentals shall be made monthly by the De¬ 
partment direct to the State Board of Ad¬ 
ministration, until provision has been made 
for the retirement of all outstanding Bonds, 
including any refundings thereof, and inter¬ 
est thereon, for administration and disposi¬ 
tion in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 21853, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1943, 
in the manner described in this Article. 

3.02. BRIDGE REVENUE FUND. All 
gross tolls shall be deposited daily by the 
Department in a bunk or banks or trust 
company or trust companies which are mem¬ 
bers of the Federal Reserve System in a fund 
to be known as “Bridge Revenue Fund,” 
which is hereby created and established. Said 
fund shall be and constitute a trust fund, 
and shall be continuously secured, to the full 
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extent of the monies at any time therein, in 
the same manner now provided by the pres¬ 
ent laws of the State of Florida for the 
security of deposits of State and municipal 
funds. 

From said Bridge Revenue Fund the De¬ 
partment shall first pay all the costs of oper¬ 
ation of said Bridge. Such costs of opera¬ 
tion shall include all salaries and wages of 
employees of the Department in the opera¬ 
tion of said Bridge, fees of the Consulting 
Engineer for annual supervision of said 
Bridge (but not engineering fees relating to 
maintenance and repair of said Bridge as 
defined in Section 4.04 hereof), expenses for 
independent audits of the Bridge Construc¬ 
tion Trust Fund, Bridge Revenue Fund and 
Sinking Fund (but not audits made by the 
Board, the Department, or any state auditing 
agency), insurance premiums, premiums on 
bonds of employees, administrative expenses 
relating solely to said Bridge, taxes or other 
governmental charges, and all other costs of 
current operation of said Bridge, calculated 
in accordance with sound accounting prac¬ 
tice. Such costs of operation shall not in¬ 
clude any cost of maintenance and repair of 
said Bridge, as defined in Section 4.04 hereof. 

On the tenth day of each month, after the 
completion of said Bridge and the placing 
of the same in operation, the Department 
shall transfer all monies remaining in the 


Bridge Revenue Fund, after the payment of 
the costs of operation as provided above, and 
after reserving in the Bridge Revenue Fund 
an amount sufficient, together with other 
amounts theretofore reserved for the same 
purpose and still available, to pay the costs 
of operation of said Bridge for a period of 
one month, to the Board for deposit in the 
Sinking Fund hereinafter created. 

The amount reserved in the Bridge Reve¬ 
nue Fund for one month’s costs of operation 
as provided above shall not be in excess of 
the amount certified as necessary therefor by 
the Consulting Engineer. 

3.03 SINKING FUND. All the monies 
transferred by the Department to the Board 
as provided in Section 3.02 of this Article III 
shall be deposited by the Board in a trust 
fund to be known as the “Sinking Fund,” 
which fund is hereby created and estab¬ 
lished. Said fund shall be maintained in a 
bank or banks or trust company or trust 
companies which are members of the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve System, and all monies in such 
fund shall be continuously secured, to the 
full extent thereof, in the same manner now 
provided by the present laws of the State 
of Florida for the securing of deposits of 
State and municipal funds. 

Monies in the Sinking Fund shall first 
be used for the payment of the interest be¬ 
coming due on the Bonds. At least ten (10) 


days before each semi-annual interest pay¬ 
ment date the Board shall, if the Sinking 
Fund monies then on deposit are sufficient 
for that purpose, set aside an amount equal 
to the interest becoming due on the bonds 
then outstanding, and such funds shall be 
and they are hereby irrevocably appropriated 
to the payment of such interest, and the 
Board is hereby authorized and directed to 
deposit the same with the paying agent for 
the payment of such interest on the next 
ensuing interest payment date, upon sur¬ 
render of the interest coupons becoming due 
on said date and appertaining to the out¬ 
standing Bonds. 

After the completion of the said Bridge, 
any monies in the Sinking Fund, after re¬ 
serving and setting aside the amounts suf¬ 
ficient to pay the interest becoming due on 
all then outstanding Bonds on the next four 
ensuing interest payment dates, and to pay 
the principal of and premium on any Bonds 
theretofore called for redemption and not yet 
redeemed and the purchase price of any 
Bonds theretofore purchased by the Board 
and not paid for, may be used at the dis¬ 
cretion of the Board at any time either for 
the purchase in the open market cf Bonds, 
with all unmatured interest coupons at¬ 
tached thereto, to the extent that such Bonds 
shall be available for purchase, at the best 
prices obtainable, but not exceeding the 
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price at which such Bonds are to be redeem¬ 
able from the Sinking Fund at the next in¬ 
terest payment date, or for the redemption 
on the next semi-annual payment date of 
Bonds eligible for redemption; provided, 
however, that whenever on the forty-fifth 
(45th) day before any interest payment date 
on or after October 1, 1953, the Board has 
cash in the Sinking Fund, available for the 
purchase of Bonds and not so expended, 
equal to or in excess of the sum of Twenty- 
five Thousand Dollars ($25,000), such cash 
shall be applied by the Board to the redemp¬ 
tion on the next ensuing interest payment 
date of outstanding Bonds in an amount 
sufficient to exhaust on such next ensuing 
interest payment date as nearly as may be 
such cash, after deducting therefrom and 
paying all costs and expenses of such re¬ 
demption. 

If and when Bonds are to be redeemed 
through the operation of the Sinking Fund, 
they shall be redeemed in the manner pro¬ 
vided in the resolution of the Commission 
authorizing the issuance of the Bonds and 
the numbers of the Bonds to be redeemed 
shall be determined by the Board by lot in 
the usual manner. All Bonds purchased or 
redeemed through the operation of the Sink¬ 
ing Fund, together with the appurtenant 
interest coupons, shall be cancelled by the 
Board, or by the paying agent and forward¬ 
ed to the Board. The Board shall keep a 
record of the numbers of all Bonds so pur¬ 
chased or redeemed so that such numbers 
may be eliminated from any subsequent 
drawing for purposes of redemption. 

Notice of redemption through the operation 
of the Sinking Fund shall be published by 
the Board, either in the name of the Com¬ 
mission or in the name of the Board, as the 
Board shall determine. All notices of re¬ 
demption of the Bonds shall be published 
at least once at least thirty days prior to the 
redemption date in a financial paper pub¬ 
lished in the City of New York, and it shall 
be the mandatory duty of the Board to pub¬ 
lish a notice of redemption at least thirty 
days prior to each semi-annual interest pay¬ 
ment date whenever the monies in the Sink¬ 
ing Fund are sufficient to redeem Bonds as 
provided in this Section 3.03 of this Article 
III. Such notice of redemption shall specify 
the numbers of the Bonds to be redeemed, if 
if less than all of the Bonds; the redemption 
price of the Bonds to be redeemed; the place 
for presentation of the Bonds to be re¬ 
deemed; and shall state that interest on the 
Bonds so called for redemption shall cease 
upon the redemption date provided payment 
thereof has been duly provided for. 

The Board shall from the monies in the 
Sinking Fund pay from time to time the 
charges of the paying agent for payment of 
Bonds or interest coupons and any other 
reasonable and necessary expenses in con¬ 
nection with said Sinking Fund. 

Nothing contained herein shall be con¬ 
strued to prevent the Board from using all 
available monies in the Sinking Fund not 
needed for any of the purposes stated above 
on any interest payment date on or after 
October 1, 1953, for the redemption of Bonds. 

3.04. INVESTMENT OF SINKING FUND. 
The amounts reserved by the Board in the 
Sinking Fund for the payment of the inter¬ 
est becoming due on all then outstanding 
Bonds on the next four ensuing interest pay¬ 
ment dates, when not needed for payment 
of maturing interest, may be invested and 
reinvested only in direct obligations of the 
United States o fAmerica. Such investments 
or reinvestments shall be liquidated when¬ 
ever necessary to pay maturing interest on 
the Bonds. Any income on such invest¬ 
ments or reinvestments shall be deposited in 
the Sinking Fund. 

None of the other monies in the Sinking 
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Fund shall ever be invested or reinvested at 
any time. 

3.05. LIEN OF BONDHOLDERS ON 
FUNDS. The holders of said Bonds shall 
have a lien on all monies in the Bridge 
Revenue Fund and the Sinking Fund, until 
paid out and applied as provided in this 
agreement, and all of said funds shall be 
and constitute trust funds for the purposes 
provided in this agreement. All said funds 
shall be deposited and maintained in a bank 
or banks or trust company or trust com¬ 
panies which are members of the Federal 
Reserve System, and all such funds shall be 
continuously secured, to the full extent of 
the monies at any time therein, in the same 
manner now provided by the present laws 
of the State of Florida for the securing of 
deposits of State and municipal funds. 

3.06. BOARD FISCAL AGENT FOR 
FUNDS. Pursuant to Chapter 21853, Laws 
statutes, the Board shall be the fiscal agent 
of Florida, Acts of 1943, and other applicable 
of the Commission and the Department for 
the sinking fund and, after the sale and de¬ 
livery of the bonds, shall succeed to all the 
powers, authority, duties and discretions of 


the Commission with regard to the Bonds. 

3.07. FAIR RENTAL AND PURCHASE 
VALUE. It is hereby agreed that the rentals 
covenanted to be performed by the Depart¬ 
ment represent the fair rental and market 
value of the Bridge leased herein and con¬ 
structed hereunder for leasehold and pur¬ 
chase purposes, full consideration being 
given to the mutual covenants flowing to 
the parties hereto. 

ARTICLE IV 

OPERATION OF BRIDGE 
4.01. OPERATION BY DEPARTMENT. 
The Department, as Lessee under this agree¬ 
ment, shall be in full and complete charge 
of the operation and management of said 
Bridge, and shall comply fully with the pro¬ 
visions of this agreement relating to such 
operation and management. 

4.02. TOLLS ON BRIDGE. As long as 
any of the Bonds to be issued by the Com¬ 
mission, and interest thereon, are outstand¬ 
ing and unpaid, and until the Department is 
fully reimbursed for all expenditures as pro¬ 
vided in Section 4.04 and Section 4.05 of this 
Article, the Department shall fix, establish 


and collect tolls for the use of said Bridge, 
and it is expressly agreed that the Depart¬ 
ment shall be without power to remove such 
tolls, or reduce the rates thereof except in 
the manner provided herein, until all said 
Bonds and interest thereon, have been fully 
paid and discarged and the Department fully 
reimbursed as aforesaid. 

Said tolls shall at all times be fixed and 
established at such rates, and revised from 
time to time whenever necessary, as will 
produce not less than the following amounts 
of net tolls (said term “net tolls” being de¬ 
fined for the purpose of this section as the 
gross tolls, after deducting only the cost of 


operation of said Bridge, as defined herein) 
in the following years:

If in any year the net tolls shall be less 
than the amount stated above, then the 
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amount of the deficiency shall be added to 
the amount otherwise stated above for the 
next succeeding year. 

The initial schedule of tolls for said Bridge 
shall be fixed and established in accordance 
with the schedule recommended and pre¬ 
pared by Coverdale & Colpitts, Traffic En¬ 
gineers, of New York City, and shall in no 
event be reduced for a period of two years 
after the completion of said Bridge. Nothing 
herein, however, shall be construed as re¬ 
quiring or compelling the removal of tolls at 
the termination of this agreement or at any 
time thereafter. 

4.03. REDUCTION OF TOLLS. Said 
initial schedule of tolls shall not be reduced, 
nor shall any subsequent schedule of tolls 
ever at any time be reduced, unless the 
aggregate of all annual amounts of net tolls, 
as provided in Section 4.02 of this Article IV, 
have been produced and paid into the Sink¬ 
ing Fund for all previous years, and unless 
Coverdale and Colpitts, Traffic Engineers, of 
New York City, or other nationally known 
and recognized Traffic Engineers, shall cer¬ 
tify that the annual amounts of net tolls as 
defined in Section 4.02 of this Article IV, to 
be produced in each year thereafter by the 
proposed new schedule of toils, will not be 
less in any subsequent year than the 
amounts specified for such subsequent years 
in Section 4.02 of this Article IV. 

4.04. MAINTENANCE AND REPAIR OF 
BRIDGE. The Department, as a further 
consideration for the lease to it by the Com¬ 
mission of said Bridge, hereby irrevocably 
agrees that it will in each year as long as 
this agreement is in effect pay, from sources 
other than the tolls derived from the opera¬ 
tion of said Bridge, all the cost of the man- 
tenance and repair of said Bridge. 

For the purposes of this Section 4.04 and 
of this agreement the cost of the mainte¬ 
nance and repair of said Bridge shall mean 
all maintenance including painting, ord¬ 
inary repairs, upkeep, extraordinary repairs, 
renewals or replacements of capital assets, 
and improvements necessary to continuously 
maintain and operate said Bridge in an ef¬ 
ficient and economical manner. The cost of 
the maintenance and repair of said Bridge, 
wherever used herein, shall also be deemed 
to include the approaches thereto. 


4.05. REIMBURSEMENT TO DEPART¬ 
MENT FOR MAINTENANCE AND RE¬ 
PAIR. When all of said Bonds, and the in¬ 
terest thereon, have been paid and dis¬ 
charged, the monies in the Bridge Revenue 
Fund shall be used to reimburse the Depart¬ 
ment for all amounts previously paid or in¬ 
curred by the Department for the cost of the 
maintenance and repair of said Bridge pur¬ 
suant to Section 4.04 of this Article IV; and 
for any amount expended for the completion 
of the Bridge pursuant to Section 5.02 (A) 
of Article V. of this Agreement; tolls shall 
continue on the Bridge until the Depart¬ 
ment is repaid all amounts to which it is 
entitled hereunder. 

4.06. INSURANCE ON BRIDGE. The 
Department shall require all contractors con¬ 
structing said Bridge, or any part thereof, 
to file bonds or undertakings for the full 
performance of such contracts, and under 


which all risks from any cause whatsoever, 
without any exceptions, during the period of 
construction of such Bridge shall be assumed 
by such contractors. Such bonds or under¬ 
takings shall be on file with the Department 
before any payments are made to such Con¬ 
tractors. 

After the completion of the construction of 
said Bridge, as certified to by the Consulting 
Engineer, the Department agrees to at all 
times cause all structures comprising parts 
of the Bridge (being structures A to E in¬ 
clusive in the general plans as filed ‘by 
Parsons, Brinckerhoff, Hall and Macdonald 
with the Commission and Department as of 
June 12th, 1950, but excepting roadways and 
approaches on natural land and/or hydraulic 
embankment) to be insured, in a responsible 
insurance company or companies licensed to 
and doing business in the State of Florida 
and/or such other companies as are ac- 
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ceptable to the Department, against loss or 
damage by fire, tornado, hurricane, winds, 
earthquake, flood, rising waters, ice, col¬ 
lapse, riot, strike, civil commotion, allision, 
collision, malicious damage and explosion, 
all to the extent insurance is obtainable from 
time to time against any one or more of 
such risks and in each case to the greatest 
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amount obtainable, not exceeding the full 
insurable value, subject to deduction from 
such loss or damage (except in case of total 
loss) of not more than one per centum (1%), 
unless the Consulting Engineer shall approve 
a higher deduction, not exceeding ten per 
centum (10%); provided, however, that the 
aggregate amount of insurance covering said 
Bridge need not exceed 110% of the prin¬ 
cipal amount of said Bonds outstanding from 
time to time. The proceeds of any and all 
such insurance received by the Department 
or Commission shall be held in a special 
trust account as security for the Bonds until 
paid out as hereinafter provided. The De¬ 
partment covenants that, immediately after 
any loss or damage to said Bridge, the re¬ 
pair, construction or replacement of said 
Bridge will be promptly commenced and 
diligently prosecuted and completed in ac¬ 
cordance with plans approved by the Con¬ 
sulting Engineer. 

The proceeds of all insurance policies, re¬ 
ferred to above, shall be paid to the Depart¬ 
ment and used only for the purpose of re¬ 
storing or replacing the damaged portions of 
said Bridge, or to reimburse the Department 
when said Department has advanced its 
funds for such restoration or replacement. 
If such proceeds are more than sufficient for 
such purposes, the balance remaining shall 
be paid into the Sinking Fund provided for 
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herein. If such proceeds shall be insufficient 
for such purposes, the deficiency shall be 
supplied by the Deuartment from funds 
other than tolls derived from said Brit.*e; 
provided, however, that if such insurance 
proceeds shall be sufficient to redeem all 
Bonds then outstanding, and pay all interest 
thereon, the Department may, in its dis¬ 
cretion, direct the Board to redeem all such 
Bonds then outstanding, and pay all interest 
thereon, instead of restoring or replacing 
said Bridge, or parts thereof, as provided 
herein. In such event sue hproceeds shall 
be deposited in the Sinking Fund and re¬ 
demption made therefrom in the manner pro¬ 
vided for redemption of Bonds from the 
Sinking Fund. 

The Department further covenants that it 
will at all times carry policies of insurance 
for the benefit of the holders of said Bonds 
and the Commission, in a responsible insur¬ 
ance company or companies against: 

(1) Loss, total or partial, of the use and 
occupancy of said Bridge, or any part there¬ 
of, resulting from any of the causes set forth 
above in this Section 4.06 of this Article IV 
which will provide an income during the 
period of suspension of use equal to the 
result obtained by multiplying the number of 
days in such period of suspension by the 
amount of the average daily gross tolls ff 
said Bridge, or any part thereof, in the same 
month or months of the preceding calendar 
year, (which average daily gross tolls for 
the first year of operation shall be computed 
on the estimates of tolls for such first year 
contained in the Traffic Report for said 
Bridge of Coverdale and Colpitts, Traffic 
Engineers, of New York City) all to the ex¬ 
tent such insurance is obtainable from time 
to time. Such insurance, however, may be 
subject to the deduction, at the option of 
the Department, of not more than fifteen 
(15) days from such period of suspension. 
The proceeds of the use and occupancy in¬ 
surance shall be deposited in the Bridge 
Revenue Fund. 

(2) The Department shall carry liability 
insurance for injury to persons and property 
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in such reasonable amount or amounts as 
the Department shall determine, and in the 
event of war during the term of this agree¬ 
ment shall insure said Bridge against sabo¬ 
tage and other hazards of war, to the extent 
such insurance is obtainable. 

All policies of insurance on said Bridge 
shall be taken in the names of the Com¬ 
mission and the Department as their interests 
shall appear and shall be filed with the 
Department. 

4.07. NO FREE USE OF BRIDGE. The 
Department agrees that it will not allow or 
permit any free use of said Bridge, or any 
part thereof, except to officials or em¬ 
ployees of the Commission or Department on 
official business of the Commission or De¬ 
partment, and except as required by present 
laws in force. The Department further agrees 
that no indiscrimination in rates shall be 
made as between the same classes of users of 
said Bridge, or any part thereof, but the 
same rates and tolls shall be charged and 
collected from all users of the same classifi¬ 
cation. 

4.08. BOOKS AND RECORDS. The De¬ 
partment will keep books and records of the 
construction of said Bridge and of the opera¬ 
tion of said Bridge after completion, and the 
Bridge Revenue Fund, which shall be 
separate and apart from all other books, 
records and accounts of the Department, in 
which complete and correct entries shall be 
made of the costs of construction of said 
Bridge, daily tolls and other revenues col¬ 
lected and of all transactions relating to said 
Bridge. Any holder of a Bond or Bonds 
issued by the Commission shall have the 
right at all reasonable times to inspect said 
Bridge, and all records, accounts and data 
of the Commission relating thereto. 

The Board shall keep books and records of 
the operation o fthe Sinking Fund provided 
for in Article III hereof, which shall be 
separate and apart from all other books, 
records and accounts of the Board, in which 
complete and correct entries shall be made 
of all deposits in or payments from said 
fund. Any holder of a Bond or Bonds is¬ 
sued by the Commission shall have the 
right at all reasonable times to inspect all 
records, accounts and data of the Board 
relating to said fund. 

The Department shall, at least once every 
twelve months, cause the books, records and 
accounts relating to said Bridge to be prop¬ 
erly audited and shall mail reports of such 
audit to any holder of a Bond or Bonds is¬ 
sued by the Commission requesting the same, 
and filing his or her address with the De¬ 
partment. Copies of such reports shall also 
be filed with the Board, the Commission, the 


paying agent of the Bonds, the Consulting 
Engineer, the original purchasers of the 
Bonds, and Bond Counsel who approve the 
validity of the Bonds. The provisions of this 
Section 4.08 of this Article IV shall apply 
fully to the Bridge Construction Trust Fund 
prior to the completion of said Bridge. 

The Board shall, at least once every twelve 
months, cause the books, records and ac¬ 
counts relating to the Sinking Fund provided 
for in Article III of this agreement to be 
properly audited, and shall mail reports of 
such audit to any holder of a Bond or 
Bonds issued by the Commission requesting 
the same, and filing his or her address with 
the Board. Copies of such reports shall also 
be filed with the Department, the Commis¬ 
sion, the paying agent of the Bonds, the 
Consulting Engineer, the original purchasers 
of the Bonds, and Bond Counsel who ap¬ 
prove the validity o fthe Bonds. 

In the event that the holders of not less 
than twenty per centum (20%) of the Bonds 
then outstanding shall request it, the Depart¬ 
ment and the Board shall cause such audit 
referred to in this Section 4.08 of this Article 
IV to be made by a nationally known and 
recognized firm of certified public account¬ 
ants, not oftener, however, than once in any 
three year period. Such reports shall be 
mailed and filed as provided herein for re¬ 
sport of the Department and the Board, and 
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the cost thereof shall be paid from the 
Bridge Revenue Fund. 

4.09. ANNUAL BUDGETS. The Depart¬ 
ment agrees that it wil annually, at least 
sixty days preceding the beginning of each 
fiscal year, prepare a detailed budget of the 
estimated expenditures for operation, main¬ 
tenance and repair of the Bridge, during the 
succeeding fiscal year, which budget shall 
be submitted to the Consulting Engineer for 
his approval. If such budget shall be ap¬ 
proved by the Consulting Engineer, the same 
shall be adopted by resolution by the De¬ 
partment. If such budget shall be disap¬ 
proved by the Consulting Engineer, he shall 
file a statement of his reasons for such dis¬ 
approval with the Department, and the De¬ 
partment shall hold a public hearing on such 
proposed budget at which any interested 
person or persons, including any holder of 
the Bonds, may appear. A notice of such 
public hearing shall be published at least 
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once at least ten days prior to the date there¬ 
of in a newspaper or newspapers of general 
circulation in the City of St. Petersburg. 
After such public hearing, the Departmem 
shall by resolution adopt such budget with 
such changes or modifications as it shall 
deem necessary or desirable. After the adop • 
tion of such budget, no additional expendi¬ 
tures in excess of ten per centum of the 
amount thereof shall be made in any fiscal 
year without the certificate of the Consult¬ 
ing Engineer that such increased expendi- 
turees are necessary for the continued opera¬ 
tion of said Bridge. 

Copies, or reasonable summaries, of all 
budgets, certificates of the Consulting Engi¬ 
neer, and resolutions of the Department re¬ 
lating to budgets or increased expenditures, 
and a notice of the public hearings on bud¬ 
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gets, shall be mailed by the Department to 
the Commission, the Board, the paying agent 
of the Bonds, any holder of a Bond or Bonds 
who shall file his or her name and address 
with the Department, the original purchaser 
of the Bonds, and Bond Counsel who approve 
the validity of the Bonds. 

4.10. BONDING OF OFFICIALS OR EM¬ 
PLOYEES OF DEPARTMENT. All offi¬ 
cials or employees of the Department en¬ 
gaged in the operation of said Bridge han¬ 
dling in any way any of the tolls or reve¬ 
nues derived from said Bridge, shall be re¬ 
quired by the Department to furnish ade¬ 
quate bonds for the faithful accounting cf 
all funds likely to come into their hands. 

ARTICLE V 

COVENANTS OF THE DEPARTMENT 

5.01. PLEDGE OF TOLLS. The Depart¬ 
ment hereby irrevocably agrees with the 
Commission and the holders of said bonds to 
be issued that all of the gross tolls de¬ 
rived from the operation of said Bridge, after 
deduction only of the cost of operation of 
said Bridge, as defined herein, shall be 
pledged to the payment of the principal of 
and interest on said Bonds in the manner 
provided in this agreement and the holders 
of said Bonds shall have a valid and enforce¬

able first, prior and superior lien on said 
gross tolls, after deduction only of the cost 
of operation of said Bridge, until paid out 
and applied in the manner provided herein. 

5.02. COMPLETION OF BRIDGE. (A) 
The Department irrevocably covenants with 
the Commission and the holders of said 
Bonds to be issued by the Commission that 
if for any reason the monies deposited in the 
Bridge Construction Trust Fund shall be in¬ 
sufficient to complete and place in operation 
said Bridge the Department will, from 
sources other than tolls derived from the 
operation of said Bridge, forthwith and with¬ 
out delay complete the construction of said 
Bridge, so that said Bridge will be com¬ 
pleted and placed in operation at the earliest 
possible date. 

(B) The Department further covenants 
and agrees with the Commission and the 
holders of said Bonds that it will, prior to 
the completion of said Bridge, construct, re¬ 
construct, improve or repair all roads and 
highways which connect with said Bridge 
and are essential to the accessibility of said 
Bridge for use by motor traffic, to the ex¬ 
tent necessary to place and maintain such 
connecting roads in good condition. 

5.03. RENTAL PAYMENTS. The Depart¬ 
ment covenants that it will punctually pay 
the rentals provided for in Section 1.02 of 
Article I hereof in the manner and at the 
times provided in this agreement, and that it 
will duly and punctually perform and carry 
out all the covenants of the Department 
made herein and duties imposed upon the 
Department herein. 

5.04. LEASE-PURCHASE AGREEMENT 
IRREV OCABLE. This Lease-Purchase 
Agreement shall not be subject to revocation 
or termination either by the Department or 
the Commission, and the Department does 
hereby irrevocably bind itself to continue in 
possession of said Bridge and all parts there¬ 
of, as Lessee hereunder, for the full term of 
the lease of said Bridge made by this agree¬ 
ment, and to fully perform all the provisions 
of this agreement with respect to the opera¬ 
tion of said Bridge, the collection and appli- 
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cation of said tolls from said Bridge, and in 
all other respects, as long as any of said 
Bonds or the interest thereon are outstanding 
and unpaid. 

5.05. ENFORCEABILITY BY BOND¬ 
HOLDERS. The Department hereby irre¬ 
vocably agrees that this agreement, including 
the pledge of gross tolls derived from said 
Bridge, after deduction only of the cost of 
operation of said Bridge, as defined herein, 
shall be deemed to have been made for the 
benefit of, and shall be a contract with, the 
holders from time to time of the Bonds to be 
issued by the Commission, and that such 
pledge and all the provisions of this agree¬ 
ment shall be enforceable in any court of 
competent jurisdiction by any holder or 
holders of such Bonds, or of the coupons 
appertaining -thereto, against either the De¬ 
partment, the Commission, the Board or any 
other agency of the State of Florida, or pub¬ 
lic subdivision or instrumentality having any 
duties concerning the collection, administra¬ 
tion and disposition of said tolls derived 
from the operation of said Bridge; and the 
Department does hereby consent to the 
bringing of any proceedings in any court of 
competent jurisdiction by any holder or hold¬ 
ers of Bonds for the enforcement of all pro¬ 
visions of this agreement and does hereby 
waive, to the extent permtited by law, any 
privilege or immunity from suit which it 
may now or hereafter have as an agency of 
the State of Florida. 

5.06. CONSULTING ENGINEER. The 
Department agrees to retain Parsons, 
Brinckerhoff, Hall & Macdonald, New York 
City, or other nationally known and recog¬ 
nized engineers, as Consulting Engineers, to 
supervise generally the construction of said 
Bridge, and to approve with the Department, 
as provided herein, all expenditures from the 
Bridge Construction Trust Fund. 

The Department agrees that, after the 
completion of said Bridge, it will retain on 
an annual basis a firm of nationally known 
and recognized engineers, as Consulting 
Engineer, to advise the Department with 
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reference to tolls and methods of collection 
of the same, to advise and confer with the 
Department concerning the budget for the 
operation, maintenance and repair of said 
Bridge, and, at least every third year, to 
make an independent inspection of said 
Bridge and a report concerning the condition 
of said Bridge; the Department further 
agrees to make an annual inspection of said 
Bridge and to file with the Consulting Engi¬ 
neer a report of said inspection and of the 
traffic and earnings of the Bridge. Such 
reports, or reasonable summaries, shall be 
mailed to the holder of any Bond or Bonds 
requesting the same and filing his or her 
name and address with the Department and 
shall also be mailed to the Commission, the 
Board, the original purchasers of the Bonds 
and Bond Counsel who approved the validity 
of the Bonds. 

ARTICLE VI 

COVENANTS OF THE COMMISSION 
6.01. ISSUANCE OF BONDS. The Com¬ 
mission covenants that as soon as possible 
after the execution of this agreement it will 
adopt all necessary resolutions for the issu¬ 
ance of $21,250,000 Lower Tampa Bay Bridge 
Revenue Bonds, dated, maturing and re¬ 
deemable as provided in the preambles here¬ 
of; that as soon as practicable thereafter 
the Commission will offer such Bonds for 


sale pursuant to Statute and will deposit or 
cause to be deposited the proceeds of said 
Bonds in the Bridge Construction Trust 
Fund, the Sinking Fund and the Ferry 
Revenue Certificate Redemption Fund in the 
manner and for the purposes provided in this 
agreement. 

6.02. LEASE-PURCHASE AGREEMENT 
IRREVOCABLE. The Commission irre¬ 
vocably agrees that this agreement shall be 
irrevocable as long as any of said Bonds or 
interest thereon, are outstanding and unpaid, 
in the manner provided in Section 5.04 of 
Article V hereof. 

6.03. TITLE TO VEST IN STATE OF 
FLORIDA. If and when the Department 
shall have performed all of the covenants 
and agreements hereunder and shall have 
paid the rentals provided herein for the full 
term of this agreement and such rentals 
have been sufficient as provided herein for 
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the final payment and discharge of all said 
Bonds to be issued by the Commission, and 
interest thereon, and the Department has 
been fully reimbursed in accordance with 
Section 4.05, then the title and absolute own¬ 
ership of said Bridge, and all parts thereof, 
shall thereupon immediately be vested in 
the State of Florida in fee simple; and the 
Commission covenants and agrees that it 
will thereupon deliver to the Department 
such deeds and conveyances as may be 
necessary or convenient to vest full title 
and ownership of said Bridge, and all parts 
thereof, in the State of Florida. 

6.04. ENFORCEABILITY BY BOND¬ 
HOLDERS. The Commission hereby irre¬ 
vocably agrees that the pledge made herein 
of gross tolls derived from said Bridge, after 
deduction only of the cost of operation of 
said Bridge, as defined herein, shall be 
deemed to have been made for the benefit 


of, and shall be a contract with, the holders 
from time to time of the said Bonds to be 
issued by the Commission, and that such 
pledge and all the provisions of this agree¬ 
ment shall be enforceable in any court of 
competent jurisdiction by any holder or 
holders of such Bonds, or of the coupons ap¬ 
pertaining thereto, against either the Com¬ 
mission, the Department, the Board or any 
other agency of the State of Florida, or pub¬ 
lic subdivision or instrumentality having any 
duties concerning the collection, administra¬ 
tion and disposition of said tolls derived 
from the operation of said Bridge; and the 
Commission does hereby consent to the 
bringing of any proceedings in any court by 
any holder or holders of Bonds for the en¬ 
forcement of all provisions of this agreement 
and does hereby waive, to the extent per¬ 
mitted by law, any privilege or immunity 
from suit which it may now or hereafter 
have as an agency of the State of Florida. 

ARTICLE VII 

RECEIVERSHIP AND TRUSTEE 
7.01. RECEIVERSHIP ON DEFAULT. 
In the event that the Department shall de¬ 
fault in the making of any payments re¬ 
quired to be made by it under the provisions 
of this agreement, or in the performance of 
any covenants under this agreement, and 
such default shall continue for a period of 
sixty days after written notice to the Depart¬

ment specifying the default involved, then 
the holders of not less than twenty per 
centum (20%) in aggregate principal amount 
of the Bonds then outstanding, or any 
Trustee appointed to represent Bondholders 
as hereinafter provided, shall be entitled as 
of right to the appointment of a receiver of 
said Bridge in an appropriate judicial pro¬ 
ceeding in a court of competent jurisdiction, 
whether or not such holders or Trustee is 
also seeking or shall have sought to enforce 
or exercise any other remedy in connection 
with said Bonds. 

The receiver so appointed shall forthwith 
directly or by his agents and attorneys, enter 
into and upon and take possession of said 
Bridge and each an every part thereof, and 
shall hold, operate and maintain, repair, 
manage and control said Bridge, and each 
and every part thereof, and in the name of 
the Department shall exercise all the rights 
and powers of the Department, as Lessee 
hereunder, with respect to said Bridge as the 
Department itself might do. Such receiver 
shall collect and receive all tolls and other 
revenues, maintain and operate and repair 
said Bridge in the manner provided in this 
agreement, and enforce all the obligations 
of the Department under this agreement, and 
comply under the jurisdiction of the court 
appointing such receiver, with all of the 
provisions of this agreement. 

Whenever such defaults shall have been 
fully cured and made good by the Depart¬ 
ment or the receiver, said receivership shall 
be thereupon terminated, and possession of 
said Bridge shall be surrendered to the De¬ 
partment upon the entry of an order of the 
court to that effect. Upon any subsequent 
default, the holders of not less than twenty 
per centum (20%) aggregate principal 
amount of the Bonds then outstanding, or 
any Trustee appointed for Bondholders as 
hereinafter provided, shall have the same 
right to secure the further appointment of a 
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receiver upon any such subsequent default. 

Such receiver shall in the performance of 
the powers hereinabove conferred upon him 
be under the direction and supervision of the 
court making such appointment; shall at all 
times be subject to the orders and decrees of 
such court and may be removed thereby and 
a successor receiver appointed in the discre¬ 
tion of such court. Nothing herein contained 
shall limit or restrict the jurisdiction of such 
court to enter such other and further orders 
and decrees as such court may deem neces¬ 
sary or appropriate for the exercise by the 
receiver of any function specifically set 
forth herein. 

Any receiver appointed as provided herein 
shall hold and operate said Bridge in the 
name of the Department, as Lessee, and for 
the joint protection and benefit of the Com¬ 
mission and Department and holders of 
Bonds issued pursuant to this resolution and 
shall monthly pay to the Board for use as 
provided herein the gross tolls received from 
such operation after deduction therefrom of 
the costs of operation, maintenance and re¬ 
pair of the Bridge and the costs, fees and 
expenses of the receivership. Such receiver 
shall have no power to sell, assign, mortgage 
or otherwise dispose of any assets of any 
kind or character belonging or pertaining to 
said Bridge (other than tolls) but the au¬ 
thority of such receiver shall be limited to 
the possession and operation of said Bridge 
for the sole purpose of the protection of the 
Commission, the Department, and Bondhold¬ 
ers, and the curing and making good of any 
such default. 

7.02 APPOINTMENT OF TRUSTEE. 
The holder or holders of Bonds in an aggre¬ 
gate principal amount of not less than 
twenty per centum (20%) of said Bonds then 
outstanding may by an instrument in writing 


appoint a trustee for holders of said Bonds 
with authority to represent such Bondhold¬ 
ers in any legal proceedings for the enforce¬ 
ment and protection of the rights of such 
Bondholders. Such instrument shall be exe¬ 
cuted by such Bondholders or their duly 
authorized attorneys or representatives, and 
shall be filed with the Department and the 
Commission in form approved by the Com¬ 
mission and the Department. 

ARTICLE VIII 
FERRIES 

8.01. OPERATION OF FERRIES. All 
ferries now owned and operated by the Com¬ 
mission as successor to or assignee of St. 
Petersburg Port Authority shall be operated 
by the Commission until the Bridge, as de¬ 
fined herein, has been completed and opened 
to motor traffic. 

The present schedule of tolls, fares and 
other charges for said ferries shall not be 
reduced by the Commission. 

8.02. DISPOSITION OF FERRY FUNDS 
AND REVENUES. Immediately upon the 
sale and delivery of the Bonds by the Com¬ 
mission, all monies in the Operating Fund 
now maintained by the Commission, and in 
the Reserve Fund now deposited and main¬ 
tained with the State Treasurer of Florida, 
as ex-officio Treasurer of the Commission, 
except such amounts as the Commission in 
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its discretion shall determine to retain in said 
funds as reserves for the operation and 
maintenance of said ferries, shall be forth¬ 
with deposited by the Commission in the 
Bridge Construction Trust Fund. 

Thereafter, all revenues derived from the 
operation of said ferries shall be deposited 
daily by the Commission in an Operating 
Fund in such bank or banks or trust com¬ 
pany or trust companies as the Commission 
shall select and which are members of the 
Federal Reserve System and eligible to re¬ 
ceive and hold deposits of state and munici¬ 
pal funds. Monies in said Operating Fund 
shall first be used by the Commission for the 
payment of the cost of the operation, main¬ 
tenance and repair of said ferries. Thereafter, 
on the first day of each month, the Commis- 
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sion shall transfer all remaining ferry reve¬ 
nues from said Operating Fund, after re¬ 
serving such amount for an operating re¬ 
serve as the Commission shall deem neces¬ 
sary, to the Reserve Fund maintained with 
the State Treasurer of Florida as ex-officio 
Treasurer of the Commission. 

Said Reserve Fund shall be used by the 
Commission for the purpose of paying the 
cost of the operation, maintenance and re¬ 
pair of said ferries whenever the moneys in 
said Operating Fund are insufficient there¬ 
for. Whenever the moneys in said Reserve 
Fund shall, in the judgment of the Commis¬ 
sion, exceed the amount necessary to be 
maintained as a reserve for the operation, 
maintenance and repair of said ferries, then 
such excess monies shall be forthwith de¬ 
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posited by the Commission in the Bridge 
Construction Trust Fund. 

After the completion of said Bridge and 
the use of said ferries has been discontinued 
and said ferries sold and disposed of, then 
all monies remaining in said Operating Fund 
and said Reserve Fund shall be deposited by 
the Commission in the Bridge Construction 
Trust Fund, or in the Sinking Fund if the 
Bridge Construction Trust Fund has been 
terminated. 

All monies in said Operating Fund and 
in said Reserve Fund shall at all times be 
secured, to the full extent thereof, in the 
same manner now provided by the present 
laws of Florida for the securing of deposits 
of state and municipal funds. 

8.03. DISPOSITION OF FERRIES. When 
said Bridge has been completed and opened 
to motor traffic, the Commission shall forth¬ 
with discontinue the operation of said ferries, 
and, as soon as shall be reasonably prac¬ 
ticable, sell and dispose of all said ferries, 
and all property, real or personal, used in 
connection therewith, except such parts or 
properties thereof as the Department shall 
determine are useful or necessary in the 
operation of said Bridge. The Commission 
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shall require each purchaser of said ferries 
to covenant and agree in writing as a condi¬ 
tion of such purchase, that such ferries will 
not be operated by such purchaser in the 
immediate area of the Bridge for the trans¬ 
portation of motor vehicles or passengers, 
or in any way which would be competitive 
with said Bridge. 

8.04. NO EXTENSION OF FERRIES. 
After the execution of this agreement, no 
additional ferries (except from the proceeds 
of insurance on existing ferries) shall be 
purchased by the Commission or the Depart¬ 
ment for operation across lower Tampa Bay, 
and no new equipment, properties or capital 
assets shall be acquired for the existing 
ferries, except such as shall be essential to 
the continuance of the operation of said 
ferries until the completion of said Bridge. 

The Commission covenants that it will 
maintain adequate insurance on said exist¬ 
ing ferries until the completion of said 
Bridge, and no extraordinary repairs to, or 
reconstruction of, said ferries shall be made 
unless the Consulting Engineer shall certify 
that such extraordinary repairs or recon¬ 
struction are essential to the continued op¬ 
eration of said ferries until the completion of 
said Bridge. It is understood, however, that 
the Commission shall at all times, irrespec¬ 
tive of the certificate of the Consulting Engi¬ 
neer, be authorized to make such extraordi¬ 
nary repairs or reconstruction of said ferries 
as may be necessary to meet maritime re¬ 
quirements. 

The proceeds of any insurance not used 
for repair or reconstruction of said ferries 
together with the net proceeds received from 
the sale and disposition of said ferries, and 
other properties, as provided in Section 8.03, 
shall be deposited by the Commission in the 
Bridge Construction Trust Fund, or in the 
Sinking Fund if the Bridge Construction 
Trust Fund has been terminated. 

8.05. LIEN OF BONDHOLDERS ON 
FERRY REVENUES. The holders of said 
Bonds to be issued by the Commission shall 
have a first, prior and superior lien on all 
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said ferry revenues, and insurance proceeds, 
and the proceeds of the sale or disposition of 
said ferries, or any part thereof, until ap¬ 
plied in the manner provided herein. 

ARTICLE IX 
MISCELLANEOUS 

9.01. ASSIGNMENT OF AGREEMENT. 
This agreement shall not be assignable by 
either the Department or the Commission, 
except for the benefit of Bondholders. 

9.02. NO COMPETING BRIDGES. The 
Department and the Commission both hereby 
irrevocably covenant and agree that, as long 
as any of said Bonds to be issued by the 
Commission, or any refundings thereof, or 
interest thereon, are outstanding and unpaid, 
they will not construct, establish or operate, 
or cause to be constructed, established or 
operated, any bridge or bridges, or, after 
completion of the Bridge, any ferry or 
ferries, less than ten miles from said Bridge, 
or any part thereof, which will be competi¬ 
tive with the Bridge herein leased by the 
Commission to the Department. 

9.03. AMENDMENT OR MODIFICATION 
OF AGREEMENT. No material modifica¬ 
tion or amendment of this agreement shall 
be made without the consent, evidenced by 
an instrument or instruments duly executed, 
of.the holders of not less than seventy-five 
per centum (75%) of the principal amount of 
said Bonds then outstanding; provided, how¬ 
ever, that no modification or amendment 
shall permit a change in the maturity of such 
Bonds or a reduction in the rate of interest 
thereon, or in the amount of the principal 
obligation thereof or affecting the uncondi¬ 
tional promise to pay the principal of and 
interest on said Bonds as the same become 
due from said rentals, or a reduction of the 
percentage of bondholders required above for 
such modification or amendment of this 
agreement, without the consent of the hold¬ 
ers of said Bonds. This provision shall not 
be construed, however, to prevent the revi¬ 
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sion of this agreement by the Commission or 
the Board and the Department upon the re¬ 
funding of all said bonds originally author¬ 
ized by the Commission then outstanding. 

9.04. SEVERABILITY OF INVALID 
PROVISION. If any one or more of the 
covenants or provisions of this agreement 
shall be held contrary to any express provi¬ 
sion of law or contrary to the policy of ex¬ 
press law, though not expressly prohibited, 
or against public policy, or shall for any 
reason whatsoever be held invalid, then such 
covenants or provisions shall be null and 
void and shall be deemed separable from the 
remaining covenants or provisions of this 
agreement, and shall in no way affect the 
validity of the remaining covenants or provi¬ 
sions of this agreement or of said Bonds to 
be issued by the Commission. 

9.05. USE OF ADDITIONAL FUNDS FOR 
DEBT PAYMENT. Nothing herein con¬ 
tained shall preclude the Board from using 
any funds in addition to the rental payments 
herein provided which may come into its 
possession, including any contributions or 
grants, for the purpose of payment of princi¬ 
pal of and interest on the Bonds, or the pur¬ 
chase or redemption of such Bonds in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions contained here¬ 
in. Any such additional funds shall be de¬ 
posited in the Sinking Fund.

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by 
Mr. Drake, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, The Fernandina Port Author¬ 
ity has completed that certain Toll Road 
known as State Road 105 from Fernandina to 
Fort George, with a ferry connection across 
the St. Johns River to Mayport, and is ready 
to put same into operation and has sub¬ 
mitted a proposed one-year operation and 
maintenance budget; and 

WHEREAS, under the terms of a lease- 
purchase agreement between the Authority 
and the Department dated October 21, 1948, 
the Department must approve said budget,

Authority as recommended by its Consulting 
Engineers, Parsons, Brinkerhoff, Hall & Mc¬

for non-recurrent items, shall be kept on a 
pro rata basis.

PROPOSED OVERSEAS PARKWAY 

The Board gave consideration to the pro¬ 
posed plan for the development of the Over¬ 
seas Parkway as prepared by Mr. Wm. 
Lyman Phillips under joint authorization of 
the State Board of Parks and Historic Me¬ 
morials, the State Road Department, and the 
Overseas Road and Toll Bridge District. 

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Drake, the Board approved the general prin¬ 
ciples outlined in such plan and requested 
the Chairman to work with Mr. John D. 
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Pennekamp, Chairman of the Florida Board 
of Parks and Historic Memorials, and with 
other interested agencies in setting up pro¬ 
cedure to accomplish the sound objetcives 
recommended. 

CITY COMMISSION OF JACKSONVILLE 
COMMENDS DEPARTMENT 

The Chairman exhibited to the other Mem¬ 
bers of the Board a letter he had received 
from Mr. Earle E. Jones, Secretary City Com¬ 
mission, Jacksonvlle, to which was attached 
a certified copy of a resolution adopted by 
said Commission at its regular meeting on 
August 17, 1950, commending the State Road 
D partment. By unanimous approval, the 
Road Board requested the Department Secre¬ 
tary to make a record of the Jacksonville 
resolution a part of these minutes, the said 
resolution reading as follows: 

“FROM THE MINUTES OF THE CITY 
COMMISSION, JACKSONVILLE, FLORIDA, 
REGULAR MEETING, THURSDAY, 
AUGUST 17, 1950 

“THE CITY COMMISSION as a whole pro¬ 
posed and adopted the following resolution: 

“WHEREAS; the City Commission of the 
City of Jacksonville, Fla., is aware of the 
ambitious road building program, which has 
been undertaken throughout Florida by the 
State Road Department under the adminis¬ 
tration of Governor Fuller Warren, and • 

“WHEREAS; the Road Department, as 
presently constituted, is composed of a group 
of men of high calibre and who are imbued 
with an ideal of rendering the best pos¬ 
sible public service to their State, and 

“WHEREAS, if the Road Department con¬ 
tinues to develop its program, which was 
undertaken at the outset of the Warren ad¬ 
ministration, it will result in the construction 
and rehabilitation of a road network, which 
will be a source of great pride to all Florid¬ 
ians and will bring to this state a command¬ 
ing position in the field of highway develop¬ 
ment; and 

“WHEREAS, credit for this outstanding 
undertaking goes to Chairman Alfred A. Mc- 
Kethan and to his fellow board members, 
including Messrs. J. Glover Taylor of Jack¬ 
sonville, Marion G. Nelson of Panama City, 
Merrill P. Barber of Vero Beach, and Trus- 
ten P. Drake, Jr., of Ocala, all of whom are 
men of vision and indefatigable energies; 

“NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
that the City Commission of the City of 
Jacksonville, Florida, goes on record by the 
adoption of this resolution as expressing its 
tribute to and appreciation of the State Road 
Department for the splendid job which it is 
doing all over the State of Florida, and par¬ 
ticularly in Jacksonville and Duval County; 
and 

“BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the 
City Commission of the City of Jacksonville, 
Fla., expressly wishes to commend and thank 
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the Road Department for promoting and 
pushing the forty-two million dollar Inter¬ 
state Highway and Bridge Project in Jack¬ 
sonville and Duval County; and 
“BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this 
Board expresses to the Road Department the 
feeling that completion of this project will 
redound to the everlasting credit of the State 
Road Department, and the Warren adminis- 
tartion, and promote the future growth and 
development of the State as no other single 
road-building project that has ever been un¬ 
dertaken in Florida; and 
“BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that 
copies of this resolution be sent to the State 
Road Department and copies furnished to 
the press.” 

RELIEF FOR WILLIAM E. DEAN, 
EMPLOYEE 

The Board received a report from Mr. 
David V. Kerns, Resident Attorney, of his 
review of the information available concern¬ 
ing the claim of William E. Dean, employee, 
for a partial disability and painful condition 
thought to be the result of an injury sus¬ 
tained in the course of his employment by 
the Department in 1940; also, gave considera¬ 
tion to the recommendation that instead of 
reducing Mr. Dean to the basis of compen¬ 
sation, which basis contemplates a complete¬ 
ly inactive status, the Department make the 
offer that if, upon diagnosis at the Mayo 
Clinic, it develops that Mr. Dean’s injury is a 
ruptured intervertebral disk the Department 
will maintain him on salary and meet the 
medical expense in connection with the oper¬ 
ation to correct the said condition in accord¬ 
ance with statute. 

On motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, the Board agreed to act upon the 
recommendation of Mr. Kerns and make the 
proposed offer to Mr. Dean, in view of the 
nature of his duties and responsibilities with 
the Department. 

STATE BOARD OF ADMINISTRATION 
AUTHORIZED TO RETAIN DUVAL 
COUNTY 80% GASOLINE TAX FUNDS 
FOR PROJECTS UNDER LEASE- 
PURCHASE BY THE DEPARTMENT 
On motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, two road and bridge projects 
now being constructed in Duval County are 
under lease-purchase agreements with the 
State Road Department of Florida, to which 
is pledged the 80% surplus gasoline tax ac¬ 
cruing to the Department for expenditure in 
Duval County under the provisions of Seetino 
16, Article IX of the Constitution of Florida; 
and 
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WHEREAS such 80% surplus gasoline tax 
is allotted to the Department by the State 
Board of Administration and must then be 
repaid by the Department to the said State 
Board of Administration under said lease- 
purchase agreements, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
by the State Road Department of Florida 
that the State Board of Administration be 
and is hereby authorized, commencing the 
first day of October A. D. 1950, to withhold 
all 80% surplus gasoline tax accruing month¬ 
ly to the credit of Duval County and to apply 
the same as follows: 

1. So much as may be necessary, not ex¬ 
ceeding $40,000 per year, in payment of the 
debt of The Fernandina Port Authority 
Bonds and necessary reserves therefor, as 
provided under the lease-purchase agreement 
between the Department and said Authority 
dated October 21, A. D. 1948; and 

2. To apply the remaining portion of 
said 80% surplus gasoline tax funds ac¬ 
cruing to the credit of Duval County in ac¬ 
cordance with a lease-purchase agreement 
between the Department and the Improve¬ 
ment between the Department and the Im¬ 
provement Commission dated June 5, 1950; 
first, to pay the principal maturities, interest 
and other debt service charges on the $28,- 
000,000.00 Florida State Improvement Com¬ 
mission issue of Jacksonville Expressway 
Bonds; and second, to build up and estab¬ 
lish the reserve fund for this issue until such 
fund requirements have been met. 

SETTLEMENT OF CLAIM AGAINST 

W OODROW WILSON, GAINESVILLE 

The Resident Attorney reported that a set¬ 
tlement had been offered to the Department 
in an action brought by the Department and 


an employee against Woodrow Wilson of 
Gainesville, Florida, as a result of an auto¬ 
mobile accident, and that under the terms of 
the settlement the Department would be 
fully reimbursed for all property damage 
and all costs and expenses under the Work¬ 
men’s Compensation Act. After discussion, 
on motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, a resolution was adopted approving 
the settlement upon the terms stated by Mr. 
Kerns, and authorizing the Chairman and 
Secretary to execute the necessary releases. 

ADJOURNMENT 

With agreement to hold the next meeting 
in Brooksville, on Monday, October 30, 1950, 
the meeting was adjourned. 
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Governor’s Safety Conference 



Safety leaders from throughout Florida gathered recently in Tampa to map a strong accident-prevention program and organize a per¬ 
manent Florida Citizens' Safety Council.

Alarmed by a steadily mounting 
toll of traffic deaths and injuries, 

Florida officials and rank-and-file 
citizens have launched the broadest 
highway safety program in the state’s 
history. 

Governor Fuller Warren sparked 
the movement when he reactivated 
the Governor’s Highway Safety Con¬ 
ference late in May. At the gover¬ 
nor’s suggestion, the cabinet and 
other officials having safety responsi¬ 
bilities were organized into an official 
Coordinating Committee for the Con¬ 
ference. The Committee, which in¬ 
cluded State Road Chairman Alfred 
A. McKethan, Industrial Commission 
Chairman Raymond Barnes, Motor 
Vehicle Commissioner Arch Livings¬ 
ton, Public Safety Department Di¬ 
rector H. N. Kirkman and Dr. Wilson 
T. Sowder, state health officer, chose 
Comptroller C. M. Gay chairman. 

The Committee, faced with statis¬ 
tics showing that for the first four 
months of 1950 Florida traffic deaths 
were more than 68 percent above a 
similar period in 1949, took prompt 
action to start preliminary work on 
the Conference. Nat H. Rambo, 


whose record with the Hillsborough 
County Safety Council had been out¬ 
standing for several years, was named 
executive secretary of the Coordinat¬ 
ing Committee and of the Conference. 

Because no regular legislative ap¬ 
propriation was available to operate 
the Conference, the Coordinating 


Committee made available $20,000 in 
emergency funds to meet its neces¬ 
sary cash expenses. In addition, Gov¬ 
ernor Warren agreed to pay Rambo’s 
salary from his contingency fund and 
numerous state departments contri¬ 
buted equipment or the services of 
their personnel. 
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With technical advice from Don 
Hill, Southern representative of the 
National Safety Council, and full co¬ 
operation of all state departments, 
preparations for the Conference in 
Tampa, September 2S and 29, moved 
ahead rapidly. 

Safety-minded citizens from 
throughout the state were organized 
into nine Conference committees— 
Education, Enforcement, Engineer¬ 
ing, Laws and Ordinances, Organized 
Public Support, Driver Licensing, 
Accident Records, Traffic Courts and 
Public Information. All these Com¬ 
mittees held meetings in various cities 
prior to the Conference and drew up 
preliminary reports. 

The Committee reports, which were 
amended during the Conference and 
finally adopted, combine to make up 
a blue-print for a broad accident pre¬ 
vention program similar to those 
which have proved effective in other 
states. 

The Education Committee, for ex¬ 
ample, recommended that behind-the- 
wheel driver training be made avail¬ 
able to students in all Florida high 


schools. The Enforcement group 
called for a substantial increase in the 
number of highway patrolmen em¬ 


ployed by the state. Other commit¬ 
tees made specific recommendations 
in their specialized fields of activity.

Dosh of Ocala, Carl Brorein of Tampa, Earl Eastwood of Bradenton, John T. Bills of 
Miami, Frank G. Roche of Miami, John L. Kelly of Pensacola, and J. Kenneth Ballinger 
of Tallahassee. 
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The Engineering Committee, for 
example, urged that the State Road 
Department be given greater control 
over access roads into state highways. 
At the same time, the Committee com¬ 
mended the department for two con¬ 
structive steps already taken: 

1. Agreement by the department 
to station appropriate personnel in the 
records section of the department of 
public safety to study accident reports 
and determine whether engineering 
factors are involved. 

2. Inauguration of a long-range 
survey of the state’s highway system 
from a safety standpoint. The de¬ 
partment previously had been praised 


by the National Safety Council for 
this step. 

Acting on recommendation of the 
Organized Public Support Commit¬ 
tee, the more than 700 persons attend¬ 
ing the Conference formed the Flor¬ 
ida Citizens Safety Council and 
elected J. M. Chupp of Jacksonville 
its first president. The Council will 
be a permanent citizens’ group 
charged with the responsibility of 
carrying out the program agreed upon 
at the Conference each year. 

Although all concerned agreed the 
safety effort was scarcely started, 
there was one encouraging statistical 
trend as the month of October started. 


Where Florida traffic deaths May 1 
were 68 percent ahead of the same 
period in 1949, the percentage of in¬ 
crease had dropped to 38 percent by 
October 1. This tiny bright spot on 
the safety horizon was believed due to 
several factors: 

1. Removal of roaming livestock 
from the highways. 

2. Erection of signs by the Road 
Department informing motorists that 
lawful speeds on Florida highways 
are 60 miles an hour by day and 50 
by night. 

3. Wide publicity for safety which 
the Conference received in news¬ 
papers and on the radio. 

4. Increased enforcement efforts 
by the Highway Patrol after 25 new 
patrolmen completed their training 
on March 1.
